THE  NECESSITY  TO  INTENSIFY  THE 

STRUGGLE  FOR  HIGHER  WAGES 
AND  SHORTER  HOURS 

The  Cabinet  of  the  Labour  Government : 

Congress  must  take  notice  of  the  political 
and  social  consequences  of  the  September 
Conference  of  the  Labour  Party. 

The  Conference  was  a  victory  for  the 
policies  of  the  Cabinet  of  the  Government 
and  of  the  right-wing  leadership  of  the 
trade  union  movement.  In  spite  of  resist¬ 
ance  by  representatives  of  two  and  a  half 
million  trade  unionists  to  provisions  of 
the  National  Plan,  in  spite  of  the  known 
views  of  opposition  to  the  Plan  held  by  a 
minority  of  Labour  M.P’s,  the  Cabinet 
drove  its  resolution  through  the  Conference. 

The  Cabinet,  many  officials  of  the  Labour 
Party,  and  those  T.U.  who  support  it, 
know  very  well  what  the  operation  of  the 
Plan  will  mean  in  material  deprivation  to 
wage  earners,  but,  by  continuing  to  exploit 
the  support  they  have  been  awarded  by 
the  National  Press,  the  television  and  radio, 
they  have  undoubtedly  persuaded  millions 
of  uninformed  people  that  Cabinet  policy 
will  be  legislated  in  the  best  interests  of  the 
nation.  There  is  no  conflict,  runs  the  argu¬ 
ment  of  Wilson,  Brown,  Callaghan  and 
Gunter,  between  wage-earning  and  capital¬ 
owning  that  cannot  be  resolved  by  self- 
disciplined  negotiation  among  men  of 
goodwill.  But  the  Communist  Party  under¬ 
stands  that  these  four  men  and  their 
colleagues  are  the  enemies  of  the  British 
people  and  act  to  the  advantage  of  big 
business  and  the  monopolies— and  for  the 
foreign  owners  of  increasing  investment  in 
Britain.  These  are  men  who  act  in  the  guise 
of  socialism  but  in  reality  work  consistently 
in  the  interests  of  imperialism. 


The  leaders  of  the  Labour  Party  took 
control  of  the  Cabinet  at  a  time  when  the 
negotiating  power  in  law  of  the  T.U. 
Movement  had  been  put  in  doubt  by  the 
Rookes-Barnard  judgement.  Prior  to  the 
election  these  leaders  had  allowed  it  to  be 
implied  in  the  press  and  in  the  movement 
itself  that  on  the  Labour  Party’s  assump¬ 
tion  of  power,  union  rights  to  negotiate 
would  be  secured  by  statute.  Far  from 
seeing  this  is  done  the  Cabinet  now  propose 
to  arm  the  Prices  and  Incomes  Board 
(staffed  in  its  senior  positions  by  known 
Conservatives  and  Industrial  executants) 
with  legal  weapons  which  would  limit  the 
bargaining  rights  of  workers.  The  aim  is  to 
stop  them  getting  the  highest  price  for  their 
one  commodity — labour.  It  was  pointed 
out  in  the  Conference  that  should  the 
Conservatives  return  to  power  then  a 
terrible  means  would  be  ready  at  hand  to 
destroy  militant  unionism.  This  real  fear  of 
an  attack  by  owners  of  capital  on  the 
working  class  movement  is  laughed  away  by 
Callaghan.  He  says  the  British  people 
“should  not  be  stupid  enough  to  return 
rthe  Tories”.  We  should  point  out  that  this 
[blackmail  serves  also  as  a  dual  attack  on 
the  left-wing  of  the  Parliamentary  Labour 
Party  and  the  left  Labour  voter — the 
threat  “not  to  rock  the  boat”.  The  Labour 
Leaders  will  attack  the  Militant  Working 
Class: 

The  ground  for  the  attack  is  now  pre¬ 
pared.  The  target  of  these  leaders,  serving 
capital  owners,  is  the  militant  working 
class.  A  distinction  is  now  made  between 
the  “official”  and  the  “unofficial”  parts  of 
the  unions.  It  is  useful  to  understand  its 
meaning.  On  the  one  hand,  many  of  the 
union  leaderships,  e.g.  of  the  Engineers,  the 
Teachers,  the  Railwaymen,  the  Postmen,  the 
Seamen,  have  held  up  the  material 
advance  of  their  members  by  submitting 


\  them  to  unfavourable  arbitration.  They 
have  settled  for  awards  which  by  the  time 
they  are  paid  in  the  week’s  wages  are 
already  insufficient  to  keep  pace  with 
rising  living  costs  because  of  the  great 
length  of  time  taken  in  bargaining.  On  the 
other  hand,  site  militancy  and  the  right  to 
fight  the  decisions  of  the  right-wing  leaders 
in  the  unions,  organised  by  shop  stewards, 
has  united  workers,  has  increased  the 
amount  of  money  for  them;  it  has  time 
after  time  demonstrated  the  traitorous 
conduct  of  numbers  of  the  leaderships. 
These  leaderships,  though  faced  with 
rank  and  file  demand  for  increased  pay 
and  shorter  hours,  retreated  at  the  point  of 
negotiation. 

The  publicised  reasons  which  the  Cabinet 
gives  for  its  attack  on  wages  is:  The 
“Protection  of  the  Pound”.  The  Cabinet, 
and  the  public  commentators  in  servility 
to  it,  make  the  cynical  assumption  that 
peoples  are  not  educated  to  the  subtleties 
of  politics.  The  “protection”,  which  is  the 
business  of  the  directors  of  the  Bank  of 
England  and  of  the  Prices  and  Incomes 
Board,  is  presented  always  as  the  principal 
aim  of  Government  economic  policy. 

In  pursuance  of  this,  attacks  are  being 
made  upon  the  living  standards  of  the 
,  working  people.  Once  again  the  working 
I  class  is  called  upon  to  solve  the  problems 
I  of  capitalism.  These  attacks  are  made  at 
‘  the  behest  of  foreign  bankers  and  financial 
concerns  who  demand  that  Britain  “pay 
its  way”,  that  is,  reduce  its  cost  of  produc¬ 
tion  :  the  greatest  of  these  costs  is  wages. 

No  number  of  appeals  for  self-restraint 
on  the  part  of  workers,  nor  high-sounding 
forecasts  of  an  increase  in  prosperity  before 
various  predicted  dates,  can  remove  from 
them  the  necessity  to  wage  bitter  industrial 
war.  The  most  effective  means  for  workers 
to  maintain  and  improve  living  standards  is 


to  campaign  successfully  for  higher  wages 
and  shorter  hours. 


The  Point  of  Resistance  and  the  Counter 
Attack: 

The  very  weight  of  the  attack  on  the 
militant  and  partly  organised  working 
class  reveals  the  crucial  nature  of  this 
form  of  struggle.  It  also  shows  the  import¬ 
ance  accorded  to  it  by  the  class  making  the 
attack.  The  ruling  class  is  at  its  weakest  not 
in  its  control  of  the  organs  of  government 
and  repression,  not  in  its  ability  to  bend 
young  minds  and  the  minds  of  the  un¬ 
informed  but  precisely  at  the  point  where 
it  must  reap  profit  from  an  industry  which 
is  of  necessity  staffed  by  massive  numbers 
of  workers. 


The  militant  organisation  of  these 
workers  which  now  includes  tens  of 
thousands  of  coloured  workers,  tens  of 
thousands  of  workers  such  as  scientists, 
draughtsmen  and  teachers,  removed 
varying  distances  from  the  point  of 
production,  this  must  be  the  principal  task 
of  the  Party  in  the  coming  period.

We  must  pay  the  closest  attention  to 
Party  work  in  places  of  work,  supporting 
and  expanding  the  unofficial  movement 
within  the  unions,  raise  the  economic 
struggle  so  that  workers  understand  the 
political  consequences  of  militancy.  The 
writers  of  our  propaganda  must  not  shy 
away  from  the  explanation  of  the  links 
between  the  Cabinet  of  the  Labour  Govern¬ 
ment  and  the  imperialists. 

We  must,  as  a  start,  attempt  to  organise 
the  struggle  against  legislation  which  will 
arm  the  Prices  and  Incomes  Board.  We 
must  make  sure  that  this  work  is  carried 
out  on  the  site,  in  the  unions,  among 
members  of  the  councils,  with  whom  we 
are  in  contact,  and  wherever  possible 
among  members  of  the  Labour  Party 
itself. 

At  the  present  time  we  proclaim  that 
Britain  needs  Communist  government. 
This  is  no  longer  enough.  We  must  begin 
to  demonstrate  it.  Open  Party  support  for 
militancy  in  the  struggle  on  pay  and  hours, 
correct  and  widely  circulated  analysis  of 
the  struggle,  and  the  identification  of  this 
Government  not  as  misguided  men  who 
can  be  persuaded  to  change  their  attitude, 
but  as  implacable  enemies  of  the  working 
class,  men  on  whom  the  effect  of  the  struggle  . 
will  be  to  move  them  to  more  energetic  j 
support  of  Britain’s  rulers,  all  this  will  / 
begin  to  generate  among  the  people’s 
confidence  in  our  Party.

Our  Party,  recognising  that  the  British 
State  and  its  organs,  including  Parliament, 
is  the  instrument  of  the  British  Ruling 
Class,  therefore  asserts  that  peaceful  co¬ 
existence  with  the  ruling  class  and  its 
supporters  in  Britain  and  internationally, 
is  a  myth,  until  it  can  be  imposed  on  the 
'capitalists  by  the  united  action  of  revol¬ 
utionary  workers  and  allied  progressive 
forces. 

Our  Party,  fully  understanding  the 
aspirations  of  the  Scottish  and  Welsh 
peoples  and  their  growing  discontent  with 
subservience  to  the  dominant  capitalist 
authority  of  the  City  of  London,  recognises 
the  need  for  Party  organisational  changes 
to  meet  this  situation  with  a  view  to  a 
federal  relationship  between  the  English, 
Scottish  and  Welsh  memberships.  To  this 
end  the  members  in  each  of  the  three 
countries  to  be  separately  consulted. 

Congress  therefore  instructs  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee  to  refashion  its  general 
programme,  its  industrial  organisation, 
its  internal  educational  programme  and  its 
“Daily  Worker”  editorial  policy  in  accord¬ 


ance  with  the  terms  of  this  Political 
Resolution”.

“WHY  THE  CRISIS? 

It  is  a  crisis  of  British  imperialism.  For 
years  successive  governments  have  at¬ 
tempted  by  one  expedient  after  another  to 
make  the  economic  system  work,  but 
whenever  any  of  their  financial  controls 
seemed  to  be  having  the  desired  effect  the 
crisis  merely  showed  itself  in  a  different 
form.  At  the  moment  this  finds  expression 
in  the  chronic  balance  of  payments  crisis, 
the  three  main  reasons  for  which  are  the 
ever  increasing  arms  expenditure,  the 
scale  of  overseas  military  spending,  and  the 
high  level  of  overseas  financial  investment. 
Even  the  prospective  benefits  of  the  last  of 
these  have  been  largely  nullified  by  the 
volume  of  foreign  investment  in  this 
country.  Thus  these  measures,  which  were 
aimed  at  re-establishing  London  as  a  world 
banking  and  financial  centre,  have  actually 
weakened  rather  than  strengthened  the 
position.  The  defence  of  British  imperial¬ 
ism  has  been  put  under  the  wing  of  stronger 
imperialist  powers  (particularly  the  U.S.A.,

but  increasingly  looking  towards  a  “United 
Europe”  dominated  by  Western  Germany). 
By  so  doing  our  country  has  been  put  in 
the  power  of  the  United  States  and  in  the 
greatest  danger. 

The  problems  of  the  capitalist  system 
could  be  solved  only  if  the  capitalist 
world  were  expanding,  but  with  the  rising 
tide  of  national  liberation  it  is  in  fact 
contracting.  This  is  why  the  American 
rulers  have  threatened  war  on  any  state  in 
the  world  which  might  want  to  leave  the 
capitalist  system. 

This  Congress  reaffirms  the  view  that 
Britain’s  economic  crisis  can  be  solved, 
but  not  on  the  basis  of  imperialist  ex¬ 
ploitation  of  other  nations  (whether  alone 
or  in  concert  with  other  powers),  but 
by  the  abolition  of  capitalism,  and  its 
replacement  with  a  socialist  economic 
system.”

nationalised  industries. 

(b)  measures  to  restrict  large-scale 
mergers;  to  expose  and  end  mono¬ 
poly  price  fixing;  to  strengthen  the 
Monopolies  Commission  under  the 
direct  control  of  Parliament. 

(c)  power  to  direct  industry  to  areas  of 
higher  than  average  unemployment. 

These  measures  will  prove,  however,  to 
be  only  the  first  steps  since  effective 
planning  is  only  possible  if  the  power  of  the 
great  private  monopolies  is  broken.  To 
plan  means  to  control;  to  control  it  is 
necessary  to  own.  A  Government  serious 
about  socialist  advance  would  be  obliged  to 
proceed  to  take  over  the  key  biggest 
monopolies,  the  big  banks,  the  insurance 


companies,  as  well  as  the  industries  named 
above. 

If  nationalisation  has  been  heavily 
discredited,  this  is  entirely  because  the 
nationalised  sector  has  been  made  to  serve 
big  business  interests  and  not  the  people, 
it  accounts  for  only  one-fifth  of  the 
economy ;  it  has  been  burdened  with  heavy 
interest  and  compensation  charges  and 
remains  in  the  hands  of  big  business 
representatives.”

The  weakness  in  our  work  stems  directly 
from  the  fact  that  we  use  the  traditional 
capitalist  machinery  in  order  to  try  and 
change  society.  A  Marxist-Leninist  Party 
needs  to  be  organised  with  the  main 
emphasis  based  on  place  of  work  as  the 
key  organisation  around  which  the  Party 
can  win  the  masses  to  challenge  the  con¬ 
tinuance  of  capitalist  society.  This  demands 
that  the  party  is  re-organised  on  this  basis, 
the  building  of  branches  related  directly  to 
the  industries,  factories,  offices  or  pro¬ 
fessions  in  which  the  various  workers  are 
engaged.

It  is  because  we  aim  to  take  over  the 
means  of  production  that  we  differ  funda¬ 
mentally  in  our  approach  to  organisation 
from  that  of  the  Social  Democrats. 

Following  the  adoption  of  the  British 
Road  to  Socialism,  some  major  mistakes 
developed  over  the  years  in  our  basic 
organisational  approach.  In  particular, 
was  the  shift  in  emphasis  from  the  building 
of  the  Party  at  the  point  of  production  to 
that  of  electoral  organisation.  Many  of  the 
weaknesses  of  our  Party  growth,  its 
influence  in  industry,  the  trade  union 
movement  and  in  the  electoral  fields,  our 
inability  to  influence  ever  widening  sections 
of  the  masses  to  react  with  increasing 
maturity  against  the  attacks  of  the  mono¬ 
polists,  all  stemmed  from  this  shift  in 
emphasis. 

It  is  imperative  for  the  ultimate  victory 
of  the  working  class  that  our  Party  organi¬ 
sation  must  be  deeply  entrenched  in  the 
industrial  complexes  of  monopoly  capital¬ 
ism.  These  are  the  main  arteries  linking 
our  revolutionary  policies  with  the  heart 
of  the  working  class,  inter-related  with  the 
area  and  district  organisation.  It  is  here 
where  massive  discussion  of  our  policy, 
its  correctness  and  adoption  by  the 
working  class  can  only  effectually  take 
root.  It  is  here  at  the  point  of  production 
where  the  main  contradiction  between 
exploited  and  exploiter  takes  place  and 
where  the  workers  must  finally  take  over  if 
socialism  is  to  be  won. 

The  entire  organisation  and  educational 
strategy  of  our  Party  must  be  weighted  in 
this  direction  as  the  firm  foundation  for 
creating  the  ultimate  concrete  expression 
of  the  working  class  for  social  change,  and 
in  the  process  reaching  out  with  growing 
influence  within  the  trade  union  and  labour 
movement  to  win  support  for  our  Party 
in  the  electoral  field. 

Our  organisation  at  the  point  of  pro¬ 
duction,  at  the  place  of  work,  must  be 
recognised  as  the  indispensable  fortress 
of  the  working  class  to  develop  leadership 
and  influence,  and  it  must  be  the  spring¬ 
board  on  which  to  reach  out  to  the  people 
for  the  adoption  of  our  policy”.

A  consequential  failure  to  develop 
mass  actions  in  a  way  that  is  reflected 
increasingly  in  votes. 

The  Party  leadership  while  formally 
presenting  a  correct  line  appeared  to 
lack  an  overall  strategy  that  was  seen 
and  understood  either  by  the  leadership 
or  the  members,  often  resulting  in  a 
lack  of  purpose,  resolve  and  drive  to 
overcome  these  weaknesses. 

The  challenging  of  Home  as  a  means  of 
winning  TV  time,  showed  an  undue 
reliance  upon  legal  technicalities,  when  a 
fight  launched  much  earlier  to  increase 
the  number  of  Parliamentary  Candidates 
would  have  been  more  rewarding.”

(a)  the  strong  feeling  in  the  movement 
in  the  election  year  of  1964  that  the 
most  important  issue  was  the  return 
of  the  Labour  Government  and  the 
illusions  about  Harold  Wilson’s 
political  position ; 

(b)  feeling  of  unclarity  and  insecurity 
among  our  own  membership  resulting 
partly  from  the  disunity  in  the 
international  Communist  movement. 

There  were  weaknesses  in  our  own  work : 

(a)  the  inability  to  combine  our  electoral 
work  with  the  effort  to  build  up 
united  action  and  to  influence  the 
Labour  movement  as  a  whole.  This 
has  contributed  to  a  certain  isolation 
which  harms  the  Party  growth; 

(b) the  failure  to' grasp  the  significance 


of  the  awakened  political  mood  of 
young  people  though  the  evidence 
for  this  has  come  in  the  1,000  new 
recruits  to  the  Y.C.L.  in  less  than  a 
year; 

(c)  the  insufficient  attention,  during  the 

(period  of  growth  particularly,  to 
consolidating  our  gains  especially 
in  improving  branch  life  and  political 
education. 

These  factors  have  helped  to  produce  a 
sense  of  frustration  and  lack  of  confidence 
in  the  Party  and  the  need  to  build  it.  For 
those  which  are  under  our  control,  the 
Party  leadership  naturally  accepts  responsi¬ 
bility.  The  entire  Party  must  rally  round  the 
new  Executive  to  overcome  these  problems 
and  register  a  new  striking  advance  for  the 
Party  so  that  we  can  make  progress 
towards  the  aim  of  50,000  members  set 
by  our  last  Congress. 

We  instruct  the  new  E.C.  to  launch  a 
campaign  for  the  development  of  every 
kind  of  united  action;  to  involve  all  our 
Party  organisations  and  large  numbers  of 
our  members  in  joint  work  and  discussion 
with  all  who  desire  a  change.  We  must 
reach  out  to  all  those  disillusioned  with 
right-wing  policy  to  convince  them  that  in 
the  Communist  Party  they  will  find  an 
organisation  and  a  policy  that  is  indispens¬ 
able  in  the  fight  for  socialism. 

We  call  on  our  constituencies  where 
Communist  Parliamentary  candidates  have 
been  adopted  to  show  to  the  whole  country 
the  importance  of  our  fight  on  policy  and 
for  Communist  representation. 

We  call  on  all  our  organisations  to 
implement  the  proposals  of  the  Committee 
on  Organisation  particularly  in  the  im¬ 
provement  of  Branch  life  and  contact  with 
the  membership.  We  welcome  the  1,000  new 
members  of  the  Young  Communist  League 
as  a  sign  of  the  changes  which  are  taking 
place,  though  as  yet  the  Party  seems  still 
unaware  of  the  enormous  opportunities 
for  its  work  among  young  people.

There  must  be  greater  participation  in 
the  general  cultural  field  and  in  public 
controversies,  so  as  to  wage  the  battle  of 
ideas  on  all  fronts. 

Our  work  on  industrial  and  trade  union 
questions  must  be  more  efficient  and  must 
be  conducted  in  a  wider  public  manner. 

Systematisation  of  branch  organisation, 
so  as  to  make  routine  work  simpler  and 
lighter,  will  release  branch  leaderships  for 
more  public  work.  Careful  consideration 
must  be  given  to  the  proposals  of  the 
Committee  on  Party  Organisation,  and  we 
must  continually  examine  our  organisa¬ 
tional  methods,  adapting  quickly  to  chang¬ 
ing  circumstances  and  new  demands.

The  excuse  usually  given  for  this  policy 
is  that  extra  revenue  is  needed  to  pay  for 
higher  costs,  and  that  therefore  the  fares 
must  be  raised  and  the  services  cut  in  order 
to  ‘make  transport  pay’.  Apart  from  the 
folly  of  trying  to  ‘make  transport  pay’,  the 
policy  leads  to  a  self-defeating  vicious 
circle.  The  higher  the  fares,  the  fewer  the 
passengers.  The  fewer  the  passengers,  the 
less  revenue  taken  and  the  less  the  existing 
transport  is  used.  This,  in  turn,  leads  to 
cuts  in  staff  and  services. 

The  end  result  of  this  policy  can  only  be 
an  absolute  minimum  of  public  transport  at 
high  fares,  a  chaotic  road  system,  and  total 
transport  anarchy.  The  only  beneficiaries  of 
this  crazy  policy  are  the  car  companies  and 
the  oil  monopolies. 

Furthermore,  the  railways  are  still  paying 
the  pre-nationalisation  shareholders  large 
sums  in  compensation,  and  the  public 
transport  has  to  pay  fuel  tax  to  the  Gov¬ 
ernment. 

Thus,  the  entire  transport  policy  is 
designed,  not  to  serve  the  people’s  needs 
as  a  social  service,  but  as  a  means  by  which 
the  public’s  money  is  funnelled  into  the 
pockets  of  the  ex-shareholders  and  the  oil 
and  car  companies”.

Extra  grants  should  be  given  to  authori¬ 
ties  of  predominantly  rural  areas  where  the 
costs  of  the  services  are  relatively  high, 
in  order  to  eliminate  the  gap  between  the 
standards  of  rural  and  urban  services. 
Emergency  grants  should  be  made  to 
authorities  in  certain  areas  where  near¬ 
total  redevelopment  has  become  necessary 
after  years  of  neglect.

At  the  T.U.C.  and 
Labour  conferences  resolutions  in  support 
of  advances  in  the  health  and  education 
services  were  passed.  At  a  number  of 
regional  conferences,  attended  by  widely 
representative  Labour  and  trade  union 
organisations,  resolutions  have  been  passed 
asking  the  Government  to  increase  pen¬ 
sions,  reduce  interest  rates  to  local 
authorities,  increase  expenditure  for  health 
and  education. 

Local  authorities  are  concerned  about 
their  growing  financial  burdens  and  are 
beginning  to  press  for  lower  interest  rates 
and  for  a  radical  overhaul  of  the  rating 
system. 

Doctors,  teachers  and  other  professional 
workers  are  showing  their  concern  not  only 
with  their  conditions  of  work  but  have  also 
been  asking  for  better  services  for  their 
patients  and  their  pupils. 

In  the  universities  social  scientists  are 
exposing  the  myth  of  the  affluent  society 
and  showing  that  millions  of  British  people 
especially  among  the  aged  are  living  at  or 
below  poverty  level. 


There  is  also  among  the  general  public 
widespread  dissatisfaction  at  the  deficien¬ 
cies  in  the  social  services. 

In  this  wide  and  developing  movement 
the  Communist  Party,  at  national,  district 
and  local  level,  has  already  given  important 
leadership.  Our  aims  for  the  social  services 
can  actually  be  accomplished  so  long  as  the 
activities  of  those  already  participating  are 
unified:  and  also  provided  that  meetings, 
conferences,  discussions,  poster  parades, 
are  multiplied  many  times  over.  In  the 
battle  to  win  improvements  in  the  social 
services  it  is  necessary  to  win  the  active 
support  of  the  T.U.  the  decisive  section  of 
the  British  working  class  for  action  to 
change  the  Government’s  policies.  Ex¬ 
perience  during  the  last  year  has  provided 
ample  evidence  to  show  that  this  is  pos¬ 
sible. 

The  Labour  and  Trades  Union  Move¬ 
ment  can  be  brought  into  action  and  so  can 
the  body  of  the  British  people. 

When  this  activity  is  nationwide,  united, 
and  the  movement  is  convinced  of  the  need 
for  a  fundamental  change  in  Government 
policy  these  changes  will  have  to  be 
carried  out,  and  extensive  developments  in 
the  social  services  can  then  be  made. 


These  actions  will  bind  together  many 
different  sections  of  the  British  people 
under  the  leadership  of  the  Labour  move¬ 
ment  and  thus  help  to  build  the  broad 
alliance  which  is  a  necessary  condition  for 
the  advance  to  Socialism.”

OUR  ATTITUDE  TO  THE  LABOUR  PARTY 

No.  1 

This  Branch  considers  that  a  reassessment  of  our  attitude 
towards  the  Labour  Party  is  necessary  in  the  present  political 
situation. 

The  Labour  Party  was  elected  to  govern  on  fairly  left-wing 
bases,  and  presented  itself  before  the  Election  as  intending  such 
a  programme. 

The  British  Labour  Party  has  already  shown  itself  to  be  noth¬ 
ing  but  a  tool  of  the  capitalists  in  this  country;  and  a  hanger-on 
to  the  Americans  to  their  Imperialist  policy  in  Asia  and  South 
America. 

Wilson  and  the  Labour  Government  should  be  treated  as  the 
confidence  tricksters  that  they  are,  and  should  be  attacked  as 
strongly  as  the  Tories  are;  for  they  have  betrayed  the  working 
people  that  supported  them. 

The  Labour  Party  has  gone  more  and  more  right-wing,  the 
same  as  other  Social  Democratic  parties  on  the  Continent; 
giving  full  support  to  the  Capitalist  establishment  of  Church  and 
State. 

The  Communist  Party  of  Great  Britain  must  stop  treating  the 
Labour  Party  as  a  betrayed  party,  betrayed  by  its  leaders,  and 
treat  it  as  it  really  is — a  new  extension  of  the  capitalist  and 
bourgeois  system,  and  in  its  place  must  be  built  a  Communist 
Party  with  high  Socialist  morality.  This  can  only  be  brought 
about  by  a  party  with  a  secular  appeal. 

The  Communist  Party  should  concentrate  on  recruiting  from 
all  Labour  and  progressive  organisations  people  that  really 
believe  in  socialism.  We  must  point  out  to  Labour  Party  members 
that  they  are  misguided  if  they  think  that  a  Labour  Party  will 
ever  bring  about  a  Socialist  Britain. 

Marxism-Leninism  need  not  be  watered  down  to  appeal  to 
the  working  people,  the  logic  of  its  conception  will  eventually 
do  this.  The  Socialist  Revolution  will  come  in  this  country,  and 
could  be  at  a  higher  level,  due  to  this  country’s  higher  state  of 
development,  than  that  which  we  have  seen  being  brought  in 
the  now  existing  Socialist  countries. 

TAUNTON  (west  OF  ENGLAND) 

No.  2 

The  past  period  has  seen  the  forces  of  the  “Right”  tightening 
its  control  on  the  Labour  Party  and  at  the  same  time  increasing 
pressure  throughout  the  Labour  and  Trade  Union  Movement. 

Whilst  we  hoped  that  the  Labour  Government  would  carry 
through  some  radical  changes  on  the  Steel,  Housing,  Land  and 
Foreign  Policy,  these  have  been  thrown  overboard.  This  Govern¬ 
ment  has  used  the  pressures  from  world  capitalism  to  enable  it 
to  shelve  any  progressive  policy. 

It  is  true  to  state  that  in  the  present  situation  there  is  little 
chance  of  any  major  policy  changes  on  the  part  of  this  Labour 
leadership.  Even  when  the  left  can  muster  over  two  million 
votes,  as  happened  at  the  Labour  Conference  during  the  Vietnam 
debate,  it  can  still  be  isolated.  The  Right  Wing  must  be  soundly 
defeated  to  bring  about  any  lasting  change  in  policy. 

We  believe  that  our  Party  should  adopt  a  far  more  aggressive 
attitude  towards  the  Labour  Government.  We  applaud  the 
campaign  of  the  Daily  Worker,  but  recognise  the  urgent  need 
for  a  national  campaign  to  publicly  denounce  the  right  wing 
Labour  leadership  and  call  for  support  for  a  change. 

We  call  on  this  Congress  to  support  a  vigorous  and  out¬ 
spoken  opposition  to  the  policies  of  the  present  Government. 
The  first  rumblings  of  discontent  have  been  heard  from  within 
the  Parliamentary  Labour  ranks  and  indicate  some  opposition. 
This  must  be  supported  and  developed  if  we  are  to  build  a  left 


movement  of  any  strength.  Alongside  this  we  must  intensify  our 
work  at  all  levels  and  bring  the  Communist  Party  out  as  never 
before  to  raise  the  real  need  for  the  Socialist  alternative.

This  Congress  resolves  that  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
initiate  a  discussion,  within  the  Party,  on  the  role  of  Social 
Democracy  in  the  Labour  Movement  and  in  the  advance  to

of  left  sectarianism  towards  the  Labour  left  in  assessment  of 
their  role.

can  be  constructed.

While  supporting  the  Draft  Resolution  on  an  increase  in  the 
electoral  work  of  our  Party,  there  does  remain  a  certain  amount  of 
confusion  over  Communist  policy  at  election  time.  It  has  long 
been  proposed  that  the  Communist  Party  should  not  contest  in 
a  General  Election  where  the  seat  is  marginal,  i.e,  that  if  a 
Communist  candidate  was  to  contest  the  possibility  could 
arise  when  votes  would  be  drawn  from  a  Labour  candidate 
resulting  in  a  Labour  defeat. 

But  it  is  not  Communist  electoral  intervention  which  splits 
the  working  class  vote,  but  right-wing  Labour  leadership.  Any 
restriction  on  Communist  electoral  activity  on  the  false  grounds 
of  nullifying  the  right-wing  vote-splitting  argument  would  be  a 
retreat  and  put  us  at  the  mercy  of  the  right-wing  leadership. 

We  therefore  call  on  the  new  Executive  Committee  to  give  a 
firm  lead  on  proposing  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  seats 
contested  in  the  next  General  Election.  It  is  suggested  that  our 
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position  should  be  as  in  1950  when  we  stood  100  candidates: 
this  position  must  be  regained.

According  to  this  Statement: 

“Further  exposure  of  the  leaders  of  Yugoslav  revisionists 
and  active  struggle  to  safeguard  the  Communist  movement 
and  the  working-class  movement  from  the  anti-Leninist  ideas 
of  the  Yugoslav  revisionists,  remain  an  essential  task  of  the 
Marxist-Leninist  parties.  .  .  . 

“The  further  development  of  the  Communist  and  working- 
class  movement  calls,  as  stated  in  the  Moscow  Declaration 
of  1957,  for  continuing  a  determined  struggle  on  two  fronts — 
against  revisionism  which  remains  the  MAIN  danger,  and 
against  dogmatism  and  sectarianism.  .  .  . 

“Dogmatism  and  sectarianism  in  theory  and  practice  can 
also  become  the  main  danger  at  some  stage  of  development  of 
individual  parties,  unless  combated  unrelentingly.” 

To  fulfil  an  important  task  an  uncompromising  struggle  is 
still  to  be  waged  against  this  “main  danger”,  i.e.  revisionism, 
and  thus  against  the  leaders  of  the  L.C.Y.,  against  their  friends 
in  the  international  Communist  movement  and  within  our  own 
party. 

STRATHCLYDE  STUDENTS  (SCOTLAND) 

No.  12 

That  the  activity  of  the  C.P.G.B.  in  the  struggle  for  unity  in 
the  International  Communist  Movement  has  not  sufficiently 
emphasised  that  the  intention  of  the  meeting,  when  it  occurs, 
of  the  Communist  Parties  of  the  world,  is  not  the  expulsion  of 
certain  Parties. 

SUNDERLAND  (NORTH  EAST) 

No.  13 

That  Congress  instructs  the  new  E.C.  to  inaugurate  full  discus¬ 
sion  throughout  the  Communist  Party  on  the  problems  of  the 
international  Communist  movement,  and  to  stand  by  the  spirit 
of  the  19  Parties  Conference. 

SOUTH  NORWOOD  (LONDON) 

No.  14 

Believing  that  the  situation  in  the  International  Communist 
Movement  is  not  dealt  with  adequately  in  the  Draft  Political 
Resolution,  Congress  considers  that  the  new  E.C.,  whilst  not 
taking  up  the  public  polemic,  should  make  a  full  statement  to 
the  Party  on  our  attitude  to  the  problem  of  how  to  restore  the 
unity  of  the  movement  and  should  campaign  more  effectively 
in  the  Party  for  understanding  of  our  support  for  the  19  Party 
Conference  Communique. 

COLLIERS  WOOD  (SURREY) 


No.  15 

Congress  considers  that  the  statements  of  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee,  following  the  19  Parties  Conference,  have  not  helped 
efforts  to  develop  world  Communist  unity. 

The  effect  of  the  line  of  the  E.C.  is  to  give  the  Chinese  Com¬ 
munist  Party  a  right  to  veto  the  calling  of  a  world  conference 
of  Communist  Parties  at  any  time,  and  regardless  of  the  wishes 
of  the  majority  of  Parties. 

.  It  represents  an  attempt  to  steer  a  middle  course  and  assume  a 
position  of  neutrality. 

Our  own  Party  has  suffered  because  of  this  line.  There  has 
been  no  analysis  of  the  Chinese  C.P.  policy.  There  has  been 
virtually  no  discussion  initiated  within  the  Party,  and  this  is  one 
of  the  factors  leading  to  a  decline  in  the  mobilisation  of  the 
Party. 

Congress  calls  on  the  new  E.C.  to  give  full  support  to  the 
policy  of  the  19  Parties  and  to  initiate  a  full  discussion  inside 
the  Party  on  the  fundamental  issues  involved. 

BANSTEAD  (SURREY) 

No.  16 

That  we  have  open  discussion  in  the  branches  on  the  polem  cs 
in  the  International  Communist  Movement  with  a  view  to 
deepening  our  understanding  of  Marxism-Leninism. 

PELSALL  (midlands) 

No.  17 

This  Congress  notes  the  further  achievements  of  the  Soviet 
Union  and  other  socialist  countries  in  the  advance  towards 
Communism,  recognises  the  paramount  necessity  for  the  unity 
of  all  progressive  forces  in  alliance  with  the  working  class  and 
calls  for  a  continuation  of  the  efforts  of  the  Executive  Committee 
in  attempting  to  find  a  solution  to  the  internal  problems  of  the 
world  Communist  Movement. 

OXFORD  (south  MIDLANDS) 

No.  18 

This  Congress  instructs  the  new  Executive  Committee  to 
provide  for  all  branches,  and  to  maintain  in  print,  and  available 
in  all  our  bookshops,  a  pamphlet  containing  the  statements  of 
the  Executive  Committee  on  the  discussion  in  the  International 
Communist  Movement  (mentioned  in  line  242  of  the  Political 
Resolution)  and  any  subsequent  statements  of  the  E.C.  on  this 
question.  It  further  instructs  the  new  E.C.  to  ensure  that  the 
pamphlet  is  used  as  recommended  reading  in  all  education  classes, 
and  to  produce  from  time  to  time,  as  the  occasion  demands, 
explanatory  articles  in  Comment  and  Marxism  Today  on  the 
political  and  theoretical  issues  involved,  so  that  new  members 
are  left  in  no  doubt  on  the  position  of  the  Party  on  these  issues. 

MUSWELL  HILL  (LONDON) 

No.  19 

Noting  that  there  has  been  no  abatement  in  the  Sino-Soviet 
dispute,  we  call  upon  Congress,  in  the  light  of  recent  develop¬ 
ments,  to  re-open  the  inner  Party  discussion  on  this  subject, 
giving  particular  attention  to  the  National  Liberation  Move¬ 
ments. 

LEEDS  STUDENTS  (YORKSHIRE) 

PEACE 

No.  20 

Congress  directs  that  in  the  present  political  situation  in  the 
world  and  in  Britain  all  foreign  and  domestic  political  issues 
must  be  directly  related  to  the  problems  of  peace  or  war  and  our 
armaments  expenditure. 

WEST  END  (LONDON) 

No.  21 

Congress  congratulates  the  Party  at  all  levels  on  its  consistent 
and  outstanding  work  and  initiative  for  peace.  Partly  due  to  our 
efforts  a  new  situation  exists  which  makes  possible  and  desirable 
the  building  of  a  larger  and  more  united  peace  movement.  The 
Communist  Party  supports  all  organisations  working  for  peace; 
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every  Party  branch  should  therefore  be  directly  involved  in 
supporting  the  work  of  an  existing  peace  organisation  or  assisting 
in  the  formation  of  one. 

SURREY  DISTRICT  COMMITTEE 

No.  22 

Congress  considers  that  American  imperialism  is  the  main 
threat  to  World  Peace,  as  the  instigator  and  accomplice  of  the 
lesser  imperialist  powers,  i.e.  Germany  and  Japan,  and  in  its 
own  right  has  carried  out  monstrous  crimes  against  the  people 
of  the  Congo,  Vietnam  and  Dominica.  We  feel  that  peace  cannot 
be  assured  until  U.S.  imperialism  is  destroyed. 

STRATHCLYDE  STUDENTS  (SCOTLAND) 

No.  23 

The  threat  to  Britain’s  independence  (with  U.S.  Polaris  and 
rocket  bases  already  here)  is  now  even  more  dangerous,  in  view 
of  recent  statements  by  U.S.  spokesmen  to  the  effect  that  they 
will  not  allow  any  Government  in  other  countries  to  stay  in 
power  if  that  Government  is  not  to  their  liking. 

With  this  threat  in  mind,  the  Party  must  arouse  the  patriotism 
of  the  people  as  never  before,  in  a  mass  movement  for  the  expul¬ 
sion  of  all  U.S.  naval  and  military  forces. 

NORTH  MITCHAM  (SURREY) 

No.  24 

The  29th  Congress  of  the  Communist  Party,  while  congratulat¬ 
ing  its  members  on  the  work  that  they  have  done  in  the  struggle 
for  peace,  takes  note  of  the  slow  development  of  the  peace 
movement,  in  face  of  the  dangerous  tendencies  making  for  world 
war,  and  calls  for  a  clarification  of  the  Communist  attitude  to  the 
peace  movement  and  for  a  more  vigorous  policy  and  for  stronger 
leadership  by  the  leading  bodies  of  the  Party.  It  puts  forward  the 
following  perspectives : 

(a)  To  conduct  a  consistent  struggle  in  the  trade  unions,  the 
co-operative  societies  and  labour  movement  organisations, 
presenting  peace  policies  as  matters  of  vital  concern  to  the 
progress  of  the  Labour  Movement.  To  urge  that  greater 
initiative  be  taken  in  the  Labour  Movement  in  the  cam¬ 
paigning  for  new  policies. 

(b)  To  adopt  a  positive  attitude  to  all  peace  organisations  and 
especially  to  those  which  are  broadly  based  and  those  whose 
aim  is  to  create  a  united  peace  movement. 

(c)  To  work  for  a  broadly  based  national  campaign  1966/7 
uniting  all  the  forces  for  peace. 

Congress  states  that  the  responsibility  of  Communists  is  to 
assist  the  development  of  a  united  peace  movement  with  practical 
help,  and  to  play  their  part  recognised  as  Communists  in  the 
Movement.  It  rejects  the  sectarian  idea  that  the  main  responsi¬ 
bility  of  the  Communist  Party  is  to  put  its  independent  policy 
in  the  broad  organisations,  as  an  idea  that  is  harmful  to  the 
development  of  the  Peace  Movement  and  of  the  Party. 

DULWICH  AND  NUNHEAD  (LONDON) 


Congress  protests  against  the  recent  reactionary  measures  of 
the  Boumedienne  regime  in  Algeria,  its  imprisoning,  torturing 
and  exiling  of  left-wingers  and  militants.  It  condemns  its  reversals 
in  the  nationalised  and  self-governing  section  of  the  economy. 
It  urges  the  E.C.  to  organise  the  widest  possible  movement  for 
the  release  of  Ben  Bella  and  the  defence  of  the  Algerian  revolu¬ 
tion’s  achievements. 

OXFORD  STUDENTS  (SOUTH  MIDLANDS) 

VIETNAM 

No.  26 

Congress  calls  on  the  United  Nations  to  take  similar  action 
in  Vietnam  as  they  did  in  the  conflict  between  India  and  Pakistan, 


and  call  for  a  cease-fire  and  the  withdrawal  of  American  troops 
from  Vietnam. 

LEITH  (SCOTLAND) 

IMMIGRATION  AND  RACIALISM 

No.  27 

In  the  coming  period  more  emphasis  should  be  given  to  the 
recruitment  of  Commonwealth  workers  resident  in  Britain. 
To  this  end,  special  recruiting  material  should  be  produced, 
explaining,  in  particular,  the  policy  of  the  Party  on  immigration 
and  racialism. 

WICK,  HACKNEY  (LONDON) 

No.  28 

To  assist  in  the  integration  of  adult  Commonwealth  immigrants 
into  the  community,  the  Party  should  press  for  further  education 
facilities  expressly  for  the  purpose  of  developing  their  technical 
skills  and  knowledge  of  the  English  language. 

WICK,  HACKNEY  (LONDON) 

No.  29 

Congress  urges  the  setting  up  of  a  commission  to  report  as 
soon  as  possible  on  immigration  and  racialism  with  a  view  to 
the  Party  issuing  a  full  policy  on  these  questions. 

HANWELL  (west  MIDDLESEX) 

No.  30 

Recognising  that  Immigration  and  Peace  are  two  of  the  major 
issues  facing  the  British  people  at  the  present  time.  Congress 
firstly  condemns  the  Government  White  Paper  on  Immigration, 
and  demands  its  withdrawal.  At  the  same  time  it  instructs  the 
Executive  to  prepare  a  statement  on  its  attitude  to  Immigration 
control.  Secondly,  Congress  regrets  the  failure  of  the  Political 
Resolution  to  note  and  analyse  the  present  decline  of  the  Peace 
Movement.  It  calls  on  the  Executive  to  produce  a  report  on  the 
present  situation  in  the  Peace  Movement,  after  taking  account  of 
full  Party  discussion. 

LEEDS  STUDENTS  (YORKSHIRE) 

No.  31 

The  proposed  Bill  on  Commonwealth  Immigration  represents 
a  surrender  to  the  Tory  racialists.  The  discriminatory  clauses  go 
against  the  basic  principles  of  the  British  Labour  Movement,  the 
brotherhood  of  man. 

The  statement  by  41  Labour  M.P’s  and  28  candidates  “that 
the  fight  must  go  on”  made  after  the  vote  at  their  Conference  on 
this  Bill,  is  a  clear  expression  of  the  opposition  within  the  Labour 
Party  and  the  Labour  Movement. 

This  Congress  warmly  supports  the  stand  of  all  sections  of  the 
people  who  oppose  this  Bill  and  calls  on  all  Communists  to 
participate  and  lead  the  fight  to  secure  a  change  in  Government 
policy  on  Immigration.  We  further  declare  that  the  proposed 
legislation  to  deal  with  racial  discrimination  in  the  Race  Rela¬ 
tions  Bill  is  insufficient.  It  completely  fails  to  outlaw  racialism. 
It  also  fails  to  deal  with  the  problem  in  the  important  aspects 
of  housing  and  employment. 

This  Congress  declares  that  any  immigration  policy  operated 
by  a  British  Government  based  on  racial  discrimination  is 
contrary  to  the  aspirations  of  the  labour  movement  and  must 
be  rejected  by  all  progressive  and  liberal  minded  people. 

Racial  prejudice  can  only  play  into  the  hands  of  the  employers 
who  constantly  strive  to  divide  the  workers.  It  is  incumbent  on 
every  trade  unionist  to  fight  to  win  united  trade  union  organisa¬ 
tion  and  that  we  draw  our  coloured  fellow  workers  into  our 
common  struggles. 

The  progressive  forces  of  mankind  are  advancing  throughout 
the  world.  More  and  more  the  rate  of  advance  is  determined  by 
the  unity  of  workers  of  all  lands.  We  in  Britain  must  play  our 
part  in  achieving  this  aim. 

We  therefore  further  declare  that  the  fight  to  strengthen  the 
proposed  legislation  must  be  stepped  up. 
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— We  call  for  support  from  the  Trade  Unions  at  all  levels  and 

all  other  sections  of  the  labour  movement. 

— We  urge  support  for  International  Friendship  Committees  and 

other  similar  campaigning  organisations. 

WEST  MIDDLESEX  DISTRICT  COMMITTEE 

IRISH  IN  BRITAIN 

No.  32 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  there  are  over  one  million  Irish  men  and 
women  living  in  Britain  and  that  the  policy  of  the  Communist 
Party  is  one  which  must  have  a  strong  appeal  for  them.  Congress 
urges  Districts  to  organise  schools  and  classes  on  Irish  history 
and  our  policy  for  Ireland  so  that  our  comrades  are  equipped 
to  recruit  many  more  thousands  of  these  men  and  women  into 
our  ranks. 

BALHAM  (LONDON) 

INDIA  AND  PAKISTAN 

No.  33 

The  workers  and  peasants  of  India  and  Pakistan  have  no 
interest  in  slaughtering  each  other  to  suit  the  designs  of  their 
ruling  classes.  The  workers  and  peasants  of  Kashmir  have  no 
interest  in  being  subjected  to  the  interests  of  the  Indian  or 
Pakistani  ruling  classes. 

Nevertheless,  the  ruling  classes  of  India  and  Pakistan  are 
determined  to  pursue  a  war  policy.  This  is  because: 

1.  they  both  desire  to  seize  the  territory  of  Kashmir  and 
exploit  the  Kashmiri  people. 

2.  they  are  unable  to  solve  the  problem  of  grinding  poverty 
which  chokes  the  economic  life  of  India  and  Pakistan  and 
renders  the  lives  of  hundreds  of  millions  of  people  on  the 
Indian  sub-continent  utterly  miserable  and  hopeless. 
Hence,  war  diverts  the  poverty-stricken  from  their  miseries. 

But  the  situation  enables  the  workers  and  peasants  of  India  and 
Pakistan  to  see  who  their  true  enemies  are:  not  each  other  but 
their  respective  ruling  classes  who  are  driving  them  to  war, 
fomenting  religious  differences  and  exposing  the  Indian  sub¬ 
continent  to  intervention  by  the  imperialist  powers.  Hence, 
the  class  struggle  in  India  and  Pakistan  is  bound  to  intensify, 
and  Congress  calls  upon  all  Party  members  to  explain  the 
situation  wherever  possible,  and  to  mobilise  support  for  the 
just  struggle  of  the  Indian  and  Pakistani  workers  and  peasants, 
as  well  as  for  the  workers  and  peasants  of  Kashmir  whose  desire 
it  is  to  free  themselves  from  oppression  and  achieve  self- 
determination. 

CHALVEY  (west  MIDDLESEX) 

SOVIET  JEWRY 

No.  34 

Congress  congratulates  the  E.C.  on  the  speed  with  which  it 
reacted  to  the  publication  in  the  U.S.S.R.  of  a  booklet  containing 
anti-semitic  passages.  It  welcomes  the  recent  nation-wide 
Soviet  newspaper  editorial  stressing  the  necessity  of  a  Leninist 
attitude  towards  the  Jews  and  other  minorities  in  the  U.S.S.R. 

Congress  is  concerned,  however,  at  the  lack  of  rights  and 
facilities  for  Soviet  Jews  compared  to  those  of,  for  example, 
Poland.  It  therefore  instructs  the  E.C.  to  enquire  into  the  failure 
of  the  Soviet  Government  fully  to  “rehabilitate”  the  Jews,  as  it 
has  other  minorities  which  suffered  under  Stalin,  and  to  restore 
to  them  the  institutions  which  they  had  before  their  unjust 
suppression  in  the  post-war  period. 

OXFORD  STUDENTS  (SOUTH  MIDLANDS) 

No.  35 

Congress  affirms  the  principle  of  the  right  to  religious  and 
cultural  freedom  of  expression  and  of  the  material  facilities 
necessary  thereto. 

In  this  connection,  it  notes  with  concern  criticisms  made  by 


prominent  individuals  in  the  international  Communist  and 
general  peace  and  progressive  movements  of  the  attitude  of  the 
Soviet  Union  to  the  religious  and  cultural  requirements  of  its 
Jewish  minority. 

Congress  therefore  calls  on  the  National  Executive  to  ap¬ 
proach  the  Soviet  Government  with  a  view  to  obtaining  either  a 
satisfactory  rebuttal  of  such  criticisms  or,  where  they  may  be 
valid,  an  assurance  that  their  causes  will  be  removed  as  speedily 
as  possible. 

PRESTWICH  (LANCS  AND  CHESHIRE) 

50th  ANNIVERSARY  OF  RUSSIAN  REVOLUTION 
No.  36 

Congress  instructs  the  new  Executive  Committee  to  make 
adequate  preparations  to  greet  the  50th  Anniversary  of  the 
winning  of  working  class  power  in  a  single  country,  in  a  manner 
truly  worthy  of  such  a  great  occasion. 

This  anniversary  will  be  celebrated  as  Socialism  reaches  new 
heights  in  its  march  to  outstrip  capitalism,  as  imperialism  reaches 
new  depths  defending  its  decadence.  It  will  be  celebrated  as  we 
prepare  for  our  next  Congress  and  as  questioning  of  Social 
Democracy  becomes  deeper,  sharper  and  more  urgent. 

It  will  be  the  occasion  for  fundamental  examination  and  ideo¬ 
logical  debate  amongst  millions  of  workers  and  oppressed  peoples 
all  over  the  world. 

It  is  therefore  essential  that  our  Party  should  work  to  ensure 
that  the  maximum  advantage  accrues  from  this  circumstance 
and  that  new  positive  efforts  are  made  to  rally  and  unite  the 
Communists  of  the  world  on  the  basis  of  the  1957  and  1960 
declarations. 

SOUTH  EAST  MIDLANDS  DISTRICT  COMMITTEE 

THE  BRITISH  ROAD  TO  SOCIALISM 

No.  37 

Our  existing  Party  Programme,  “The  British  Road  to  Social¬ 
ism”,  is  incorrect  in  many  formulations  and  conclusions. 

There  are  open  disagreements  with  many  points  by  a  large 
number  of  comrades,  and  there  are  grave  doubts  in  the  minds  of 
many  other  comrades  over  important  sections  of  the  Programme. 
These  disagreements  and  doubts  have  been  building  up  since 
our  last  Congress,  as  historical  events  have  exposed  the  incorrect¬ 
ness  of  the  Programme,  and  as  more  and  more  comrades  com¬ 
pare  it  with  fundamental  Marxist-Leninist  principles. 

The  position  can  only  be  resolved  on  the  basis  of  another 
fundamental  Marxist-Leninist  principle,  namely  that  of  rigorous 
self-criticism. 

The  Party  Rules  emphasise  that  “the  Communist  Party  bases 
itself  on  the  theory  and  practice  of  Marxism-Leninism”  and 
therefore  we  demand  a  Party  Programme  whijh  clearly  and 
unreservedly  reflects  this  Party  Rule. 

The  “British  Road”  has  not  only  revised  Marxism-Leninism, 
but  has  openly  contradicted  it,  and  cannot  be  accepted  as  a 
Programme. 

Therefore  we  demand  that  Congress  shall  instruct  the  new 
E.C.  to  make  it  a  priority  job  to  arrange  for  a  full  reassessment 
of  the  “British  Road”  at  all  levels  of  the  Party  in  a  completely 
democratic  manner. 

BRISTOL  SOUTH  (WEST  OF  ENGLAND) 

No.  38 

This  Congress  calls  on  the  Executive  to  revise  and  clarify 
the  “British  Road  to  Socialism”  in  view  of  changes  in  the 
political  situation,  which  have  made  many  facts  out  of  date,  and 
in  view  of  the  current  discussions  in  the  Party.  It  also  asks  the 
Executive,  in  the  revision,  to  put  increased  emphasis  on  neo¬ 
colonialism  and  racialism. 

NORTH  ISLINGTON  (LONDON) 
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THE  ATTACK  UPON  THE  TRADE  UNIONS 


TRADE  UNION  POLICY 


No.  39 

Congress  condemns  the  present  Labour  Government  proposals 
for  an  “early  warning”  system  for  all  wage  claims  as  a  grave 
and  unprecedented  blow  to  the  trade  unions.  It  will  rob  them 
of  their  most  cherished  right,  that  of  free  and  unfettered  wage 
negotiations.  It  is  an  action  the  Tories  have  not  dared  to  take, 
but  will  be  seized  by  them  should  they  be  returned  to  power. 
It  is  put  forward  without  any  measures  for  further  public  owner¬ 
ship  or  to  reduce  the  powers  of  the  monopolists.  It  is  a  confes¬ 
sion  that  the  Incomes  Policy  itself,  despite  the  formal  majorities 
for  it,  has  already  proved  to  be  a  failure  in  its  aim  of  keeping 
back  the  level  of  wage  increases.  The  trade  unions,  backed  by  the 
entire  strength  of  the  working  class  movement,  must  go  into 
action  to  ensure  the  defeat  of  this  proposed  reactionary  legisla¬ 
tion. 

WOODBERRY  DOWN  (LONDON) 

No.  40 

This  Congress  expresses  its  100%  solidarity  with  all  sections 
of  the  Labour  and  progressive  movement  in  its  rejection  of  the 
attacks  on  the  Trade  Union  movement.  A  concerted  drive  by 
the  monopolists  to  undermine  the  freedom  of  action  of  Trade 
Unions  and  shop  stewards  is  now  well  under  way. 

The  declared  policy  of  the  Tory  Party  for  legal  action  against 
the  trade  unions  is  a  clear  danger  signal  to  all  trade  unionists  of 
what  the  Tories  would  do  if  they  were  ever  returned  to  power. 
The  statements  of  the  Prime  Minister  attacking  Shop  Stewards 
as  wreckers,  the  Royal  Commission  on  Trade  Unions  set  up  by 
Ray  Gunter,  Minister  of  Labour,  can  only  be  deplored  and  seen 
as  attacks  on  trade  unionists  working  in  very  difficult  circum¬ 
stances.  These  attacks  have  encouraged  the  Tories  to  go  very 
much  further  than  they  have  hitherto  dared  in  threatening  anti- 
Trade  Union  legislation,  which  was  a  feature  of  this  year’s 
Tory  Conference. 

We  reject  the  Government  policy  which  attempts  to  interfere 
in  the  free  bargaining  of  wages  and  conditions,  because  its 
main  purpose  is  to  hold  back  working  people  from  making  any 
advance.  The  setting  up  of  a  Committee  under  the  chairmanship 
of  a  representative  of  British  monopoly  to  enquire  into  the 
reasons  for  disputes  in  the  motor  car  industry  can  only  be  seen 
as  further  attempts  to  intimidate  militant  trade  unionism.  The 
freedom  of  the  trade  union  movement  from  government  inter¬ 
ference  is  fundamental  to  the  struggle  of  the  working  class,  to 
defend  and  advance  living  standards  for  the  defeat  of  monopoly 
capitalism  and  the  winning  of  Socialism  in  Britain. 

MIDLANDS  DISTRICT  COMMITTEE 

No.  41 

The  new  situation  which  is  developing  between  the  Govern¬ 
ment  and  the  unions  constitutes  a  serious  threat  to  the  freedom 
of  action  of  the  working  class  in  their  efforts  to  maintain  and 
improve  their  standard  of  living. 

It  is  our  duty  to  do  all  in  our  power  to  halt  this  development, 
let  our  slogan  be,  “Hands  off  the  Unions”. 

BIRKENHEAD  (LANCS) 

No.  42 

This  Congress  of  C.P.G.B.  is  gravely  concerned  at  the  develop¬ 
ments  taking  place  in  which  the  Government  seeks  to  control, 
by  legislation,  the  Trade  Unions  and  their  right  to  free  collective 
bargaining. 

We  call  upon  the  Executive  to  initiate  a  broad  campaign, 
involving  the  whole  of  the  labour  movement,  to  rally  opposition 
to,  and  defeat,  the  attempt  to  limit  the  rights  of  Trade  Unions 
and  Shop  Stewards  to  freely  negotiate  on  wages. 

AYLESBURY  (SOUTH  MIDLANDS) 


No.  43 

This  Congress  welcomes  the  Declaration  of  Dissent  by  five 
technical  unions,  and  notes  with  satisfaction  that  political 
awareness  is  emerging  among  these  hitherto  largely  unorganised 
workers.  Congress  declares  that  equal  attention  should  be  given 
to  both  manual  and  non-manual  workers  in  the  future. 

BRENTWOOD  (SOUTH  ESSEX) 

NATIONALISATION 

No.  44 

The  word  “Nationalisation”  is  widely  understood  to  mean 
government  control  of  an  industry  within  the  capitalist  system, 
in  order  to  run  it  more  efficiently  and  rationally  in  the  public 
interest,  and  often  because  it  has  been  allowed  to  run  down  under 
private  ownership. 

Massive  compensation  is  paid  to  former  owners,  and  men  of 
capitalist  ideology  are  a  majority  of  the  controlling  board. 

We  therefore  believe  that  in  its  place  the  term  “Social  owner¬ 
ship”  should  be  used  in  all  party  literature.  This  term  accurately 
describes  the  organisation  of  major  industries  for  which  our 
Party  stands,  and  the  non-Party  reader  will  be  less  likely  to 
confuse  our  Party’s  ideas  with  those  of  former  British  govern¬ 
ments. 

BRISTOL  NORTH  EAST  (WEST  OF  ENGLAND) 

No.  45 

In  view  of  the  vast  amount  of  interest  paid  to  shareholders 
who  paid  not  a  penny  for  some  of  their  shares  we  consider  that 
the  issuing  of  such  shares  could  be  used  as  an  avenue  of  escape 
if  sufficient  pressure  is  exerted  to  force  rises  in  interest  on  shares 
to  be  braked,  as  is  suggested  with  wages.  We  feel  that  such 
shares,  given  after  a  determined  date  (say  since  the  end  of  the 
last  war)  should  be  taken  over  by  the  government  and  the 
interest  paid  on  them  used  for  replacing  obsolete  machinery  and 
in  giving  to  those  who  produce,  a  fairer  share  of  their  labour’s 
product. 

STRETFORD  (LANCS  AND  CHESHIRE) 

INDUSTRIAL  INJURIES 

No.  46 

It  should  be  the  right  of  anyone  suffering  an  injury  whilst 
at  work  to  have  their  wages  made  up  to  their  normal  earnings 
by  the  employer  until  they  are  fit  to  resume  work  or  until  a 
claim  is  settled.  An  enquiry  should  be  held  into  the  settlement  of 
such  accident  claims  to  try  to  establish  a  standard  figure  for 
certain  injuries  and  eliminate  the  need  for  Court  procedure. 
The  Government  should  also  make  adequate  provision  for 
testing  new  industrial  processes  in  order  to  prevent  diseases 
arising  such  as  the  incidence  of  cancer  of  the  bladder  among 
workers  in  the  rubber  industry. 

HOUNSLOW  (west  MIDDLESEX) 

MILLING  AND  BAKING  INDUSTRIES 

No.  47 

Based  on  the  ever-growing  monopolisation  and  integration  of 
both  related  industries,  by  the  same  giant  firms,  and  in  the 
interests  of  the  public  and  the  working  class  in  particular; 
nationalisation  of  both  industries  becomes  imperative,  and  should 
be  part  of  the  policy  of  our  Party. 

GRAFTON  AND  GOSPEL  OAK  (LONDON) 

AGlHCULTURAL  POLICY 

No.  48 

This  Congress,  being  aware  of  big  changes  taking  place  in 
the  countryside  and  villages  owing  to  shifts  in  population  and 
industry,  changes  in  agriculture,  drastic  modification  of  the 
transport  system  and  developments  in  social  services,  calls  on 
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the  in-coming  Executive  Committee  to  make  a  study  of  these 
problems  so  that  comrades  in  the  countryside  and  rural  branches 
can  play  their  part  in  fighting  for  the  best  conditions  for  country 
people  and  healthy  development  of  our  villages  and  country 
towns. 

OXFORD  COUNTRY  (SOUTH  MIDLANDS) 

No.  49 

This  Congress  protests  at  the  failure  of  the  Labour  Govern¬ 
ment  to  carry  out  its  pledge  in  relation  to  the  tied  cottage  system. 
It  calls  for  immediate  legislation  as  promised  to  ensure  that 
evictions  do  not  take  place  without  suitable  alternative  accommo¬ 
dation  being  available. 

OXFORD  COUNTRY  (SOUTH  MIDLANDS) 

No.  50 

The  fullest  possible  use  be  made  of  agriculture  to  provide  for 
the  needs  of  the  people.  The  public  ownership  of  land  and  the 
setting  up  of  Co-operative  groups  to  ensure  the  use  of  the  most 
modern  machinery  to  end  once  and  for  all  the  tied  cottage 
system  and  bring  in  line  with  other  industries  wages  and  con¬ 
ditions  for  farm  workers. 

BASINGSTOKE  (HANTS  AND  DORSET) 

POLICY  FOR  TRANSPORT 

No.  51 

That  this  Congress  denounces  the  continued  policy  of  Railway 
Workshop  and  Line  closures. 

Congress  declares  that  all  such  closures  must  be  immediately 
halted  and  that  the  Government  should  reverse  the  Beeching 
Anti-nationalisation  policies. 

These  criminal  policies  must  be  replaced  by  a  plan  for  a 
socialist  integrated  transport  service. 

Only  in  this  way  can  the  interests  of  the  nation  be  served  in 
transport  as  against  the  destruction,  plunder  and  rape  of  our 
national  assets  by  private  monopoly  interests. 

DARLINGTON  (NORTH  EAST) 

No.  52 

This  Congress  requests  the  Executive  to  collect  the  material 
for  and  to  draw  up  a  national  transport  policy  for  the  late 
sixties  and  seventies. 

MANCHESTER  STUDENTS  (LANCS  AND  CHESHIRE) 

FUEL  AND  POWER 

No.  53 

While  agreeing  that  the  fight  for  200  million  tons  of  coal 
annually  for  Britain  is  correct,  in  the  interests  of  the  Scottish 
Economy  as  a  whole,  the  target  of  15  million  tons  for  Scotland 
must  be  defined  in  our  policies  and  fought  for. 

WHITRIGG-POLKEMMET  (SCOTLAND) 

No.  54 

The  present  economic  situation  in  Britain  calls  for  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  a  national  fuel  and  power  plan,  as  vital  to  sound 
economic  development,  not  merely  in  the  interests  of  the 
mining  industry.  Such  a  plan  should  be  based  upon  clearly 
established  needs  and  the  perspective  of  industrial  development 
and  increased  production,  with  the  part  to  be  played  by  the 
mining  industry  as  a  source  of  fuel  and  power,  along  with 
electricity,  oil,  and  nuclear  energy,  all  related  together  in  an 
overall  national  plan.  This  is  needed  to  end  the  present  position 
in  which  the  mining  industry  lacks  planning,  purpose  or 
perspective.  To  demand  a  fuel  and  power  national  plan  cannot 
be  left  only  to  the  miners.  It  must  be  taken  up  by  the  whole 
labour  movement,  and  the  support  of  the  people  won,  to  compel 
this  government  to  act,  as  a  matter  of  urgency  on  this  issue. 

NORTH  EAST  DISTRICT  COMMITTEE 

No.  55 

This  Congress  calls  upon  this  Labour  Government  to  take 
immediate  steps  to  stop  the  wild  scramble  by  monopolist 


interests  (foreign  and  home)  for  the  fuel  reserves  of  the  North 
Sea  and  by  nationalisation  of  its  resources  see  that  they  are  used 
to  enrich  the  lives  of  the  British  people. 

LEISTON  (east  ANGLIA) 

No.  56 

Britain  has  an  abundance  of  coal,  her  only  indigenous  fuel, 
yet  whereas  demands  for  energy  continuously  expand,  coal 
production  is  being  further  contracted,  the  increased  energy 
demand  being  met  by  oil.  This  arises,  not  from  any  advantage 
in  fuel  technique  of  oil  over  coal,  but  because  of  the  colonialist 
profits  derived  from  oil,  the  interests  of  the  oil  monopolists 
taking  preference  over  those  of  the  nation. 

The  value  of  the  publicly-owned  mining  industry  is  being  forced 
down,  no  new  pits  being  sunk  and  productive  collieries  being 
closed.  The  social  and  human  costs  to  the  mining  communities 
have  been  disastrous.  To  maintain  the  colonial  plunder  of  oil, 
young  British  servicemen  are  called  upon  to  serve  overseas,  the 
consequent  military  expenditure  forming  a  burden  on  all  tax¬ 
payers. 

Instead  of  the  use  of  our  native  coal  for  the  electrification  of 
our  railways,  Diesel  trains  are  developed.  Likewise,  oil  is  given 
preference  over  coal  as  fuel  for  the  gas  and  electricity  industries. 

This  growth  in  the  use  of  oil  adds  to  Britain’s  insecurity, 
with  so  much  of  her  industry  dependent  on  foreign  imported 
fuel.  It  is  also  a  major  factor  in  her  balance  of  payments  diffi¬ 
culties.  The  insanity  of  this  policy  must  be  reversed. 

A  fuel  policy  co-ordinating  the  supply  of  all  fuel  to  Britain’s 
energy  needs  is  necessary,  but  that  fuel  policy  must  be  based 
on  the  maximum  expansion  of  Britain’s  native  mining  industry 
until  such  tin.cs  as  the  introduction  of  other  indigenous  fuels 
may  make  it  unnecessary. 

Towards  that  end.  Congress  calls  for  a  public  campaign 
exposing  the  imperialist  sabotage  of  the  publicly-owned  mining 
industry,  intent  on  winning  the  support  of  the  Labour  and 
Trade  Union  Movement  for  a  National  Fuel  Policy  centred 
around  the  highest  possible  exploitation  of  our  coal  reserves, 
sinking  new  collieries,  ending  all  closures  of  productive  pits  and 
developing  the  maximum  productive  capacity  of  the  industry. 

KENT  DISTRICT  COMMITTEE 

No.  57 

This  Congress  requests  the  Executive  to  collect  the  material 
for  and  to  draw  up  a  national  fuel  and  power  policy  for  the  late 
sixties  and  seventies. 

MANCHESTER  STUDENTS  (lANCS  AND  CHESHIRE) 

No.  58 

This  Congress  condemns  the  policy  of  the  Government  in 
relation  to  the  coal  industry.  Coal  is  Britain’s  most  important 
raw  material,  yet  the  industry  is  being  sacrificed  in  the  interests 
of  the  giant  oil  combines.  Pits  are  being  closed  at  an  alarming 
rate  and  the  number  of  workers  in  the  industry  has  declined  by 
210,000  since  1947.  Yet,  the  National  Economic  Plan  envisages 
a  further  contraction,  with  manpower  being  reduced  by  a  further 
175,000  in  the  next  five  years.  We  warn  of  the  consequences  of 
this  policy  which  is  against  the  interests  of  our  country. 

We  demand  a  comnlete  change  of  Government  policy.  Pit 
closures  should  be  halted  except  where  reserves  are  exhausted. 
A  National  Fuel  Policy  should  be  introduced  which  would: 

— guarantee  an  annual  output  of  200  million  tons  a  year, 
rising  by  10  million  tons  a  year  to  250  million  tons. 

— the  nationalisation  of  oil  refining. 

— enable  the  Coal  Board  to  handle  coal  distribution  and  the 
manufacture  of  mining  machinery. 

— step  up  research  into  new  uses  for  coal. 

— develop  the  Lurgi  process  for  producing  gas  from  coal. 

There  should  be  a  further  easing  of  the  heavy  interest  charges 
on  the  industry.  The  first  charge  of  the  industry  should  be  the 
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wages  and  welfare  of  the  miners  and  a  new  charter  should  be 
adopted  that  would  greatly  improve  the  wages,  hours,  working 
conditions  and  welfare  of  the  men  who  work  in  the  pits. 

We  believe  the  miners  are  justified  in  taking  the  strongest 
action  to  save  their  industry  and  their  jobs.  We  declare  our  full 
support  for  them  in  their  struggle  and  call  on  the  whole  of  the 
Labour  movement  to  do  likewise.  Britain’s  miners  have  played 
a  leading  and  honourable  role  in  the  history  of  the  movement. 
They  have  a  right  to  all  the  support  that  can  be  given  by  other 
sections  of  the  movement.  Apart  from  this,  it  is  in  the  long  term 
interests  of  the  people  of  this  country  to  maintain  a  healthy 
and  developing  coal  industry. 

EAST  MIDLANDS  DISTRICT  COMMITTEE 


LOANS  TO  LOCAL  AUTHORITIES 

No.  59 

Conference  demands  that  the  Government  implement  immedi¬ 
ately  the  promise  in  their  Election  Programme,  that  loans  to 
Local  Authorities  should  be  made  available  at  a  low  rate  of 
interest  through  the  Public  Works  Loans  Board  and  we  suggest 
the  rate  to  be  no  more  than  2%. 

Many  increases  have  taken  place  since  the  last  election,  as  a 
consequence  of  this  broken  promise  and  we  therefore  demand 
subsidies  to  be  paid  to  those  Authorities,  who  due  to  deficits 
in  their  housing  revenue  account  have  had  to  take  this  step,  such 
subsidy  to  be  back-dated  to  January  1965. 

WYTHENSHAWE  (LANCS  AND  CHESHIRE) 

HOUSING  AND  RENTS 

No.  60 

Congress  calls  on  the  new  E.C.  to  initiate  and  carry  through 
an  immediate  campaign  to  expose  the  commonly  held  view  that 
the  Protection  from  Eviction  Act  has  prevented  landlords  from 
getting  tenants  out  and  that  the  New  Rent  Act  will  bring  back 
Rent  Control.  We  believe  that  this  is  an  essential  part  of  our 
work  in  presenting  our  alternative  policy  for  the  building  of 
more  council  dwellings,  lower  interest  rates  and  increased 
subsidies. 

STREATHAM  (LONDON) 

No.  61 

Whilst  welcoming  the  partial  restoration  of  the  rights  of 
security  of  tenure  to  private  tenants.  Congress  resolves  to  fight 
for  the  full  restoration  of  those  rights  and  their  extension  to 
cover  council  tenants. 

LEEDS  CENTRAL  (YORKSHIRE) 

No.  62 

The  Government  has  called  a  halt  to  any  further  building  of 
office  blocks  in  the  Great  London  Area,  and  in  other  parts  of 
the  country.  However,  many  of  these  stand  empty.  Also  other 
buildings  such  as  disused  cinemas  and  large  houses  stand  empty. 
Some  of  these  are  being  bought  up  by  private  property  developers 
and  the  sites  used  for  luxury  building. 

Therefore,  this  Congress  calls  on  the  Executive  Committee  to 
prepare  a  detailed  case  for  the  Government  to  authorise  Local 
Authorities  to  take  over  empty  office  blocks,  unused  cinemas  and 
other  suitable  premises,  as  an  immediate  next  step  to  provide 
buildings  urgently  needed  for  housing  the  homeless,  the  exten¬ 
sion  of  the  social  services  and  the  provision  of  more  amenities 
for  the  people  to  use  in  their  leisure  time. 

This  would  assist  the  Party  organisations  in  the  localities  to 
lead  a  campaign  on  this  question  in  their  own  areas. 

HAYES  SOUTH  (WEST  MIDDLESEX) 

No.  63 

That  this  branch  calls  for  the  nationalisation  of  land,  and  the 
building  industry,  to  enable  the  realisation  of  a  building 
programme  as  set  out  in  the  Party’s  draft  resolution,  and  that 


material  setting  out  our  policies  in  regard  to  the  housing  prob¬ 
lem  be  given  wider  publicity  by  our  Party  branches. 

GORBALS  (SCOTLAND) 

MEANS  TEST 

No.  64 

That  the  Party  approach  to  the  Means  Test  should  be  reviewed 
in  view  of  social  changes  since  the  1930’s. 

BRISTOL  NORTH  (WEST  OF  ENGLAND) 

ROAD  ACCIDENTS 

No.  65 

This  Congress  calls  on  the  E.C.  to  prepare  and  publicise  a 
comprehensive  policy  whose  implementation  will  check  and 
greatly  reduce  the  terrible  growth  of  fatal  and  serious  injuries 
caused  in  road  accidents  in  this  country.  At  the  present  rate  of 
incidence,  such  accidents  will  kill  or  injure  some  10  million  British 
people  of  the  present  generation  during  the  coming  30  years 
and  this  clearly  represents  a  most  urgent  national  social  question. 
Such  a  Party  policy  should  be  based  on  the  widest  consultation 
with  motorists,  drivers  and  road-users  throughout  the  motoring 
and  general  public. 

MIDLANDS  DISTRICT  COMMITTEE 

DEMOCRACY  IN  LOCAL  GOVERNMENT 

No.  66 

This  Congress  draws  attention  to  the  declining  quality  of 
local  government  and  declares  that  public  control  over  the 
entire  field  of  administration  and  the  social  services  should  be 
extended  through  democratic  elective  processes. 

We  are  opposed  to  any  limitation  of  elected  authority,  includ¬ 
ing  proposals  for  city  managers,  etc.,  as  now  suggested.  We  call 
for  a  comprehensive  system  of  local  and  regional  councils 
elected  by  the  people,  covering  all  the  main  needs  of  their  areas. 
Such  changes  will  necessitate  a  massive  increase  in  expenditure, 
not  least  for  the  establishment  of  first-class  personnel  to  staff 
the  local  authorities. 

SOUTH  MIDLANDS  DISTRICT  COMMITTEE 

YOUTH  AND  THE  Y.C.L. 

No.  67 

The  Branch  urges  Congress  to  pay  more  attention  to  the 
issues  of  young  people,  their  problems  and  the  Y.C.L.,  more  than 
is  indicated  by  the  three  lines  allotted  to  the  Y.C.L.  in  the 
Draft  Resolution. 

1.  Concentrate  more  on  the  campaigning  around  the  prob¬ 
lems  concerning  youth,  i.e.  (sports  facilities,  education, 
housing,  etc.). 

2.  Assisting  the  Y.C.L.  with  more  than  words. 

3.  More  Marxist  education  aimed  at  young  people  in  a  bold 
colourful  style. 

WYTHENSHAWE  (LANCS  AND  CHESHIRE) 

No.  68 

Now  that  young  people  are  maturing  at  a  so  much  earlier 
age,  marrying  younger  and  having  families  while  very  young, 
we  call  upon  the  National  Executive  to  discuss  with  the  Y.C.L. 
leadership  some  change  in  the  maximum  age  for  Y.C.L.  member¬ 
ship.  We  suggest  that  when  a  Y.C.L.  member  reaches  24  years 
of  age  he  or  she  should  be  transferred  to  Party  membership  to 
work  in  a  Party  branch,  except  in  cases  where  a  comrade  remains 
in  the  Y.C.L.  for  purposes  of  leadership.

No.  69 

Congress  reaffirms  the  27th  Congress  Resolution  on  the 
Communist  Party  and  Young  People  and  draws  the  attention  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  District  Committees  and  branches

particularly  to  the  resolution’s  recommendations  on  practical 
assistance  to  the  Y.C.L. 

BECKENHAM  AND  PENCE  (KENT) 

No.  70 

That  Congress  instructs  the  nevy  Executive  Committee  to 
investigate  the  problems  of  youth  with  a  view  to  strengthening 
and  building  the  Y.C.L.  to  take  a  greater  mass  role  in  the 
leadership  of  youth.

Congress  affirms  that  it  is  of  vital  importance  to  the  develop¬ 
ment  and  growth  of  our  Party  that  all  possible  ways  of  increasing 
the  circulation  of  the  Daily  Worker  are  considered.  As  one  of  the 
ways  of  gaining  more  publicity  for  the  Daily  Worker  this  Congress 
asks  the  advertising  department  to  explore  further  all  possible 
media  including  “pirate”  radio  stations  such  as  Radio  Caroline. 

THURROCK  INDUSTRIAL  (SOUTH  ESSEX) 

No.  74 

Congress  reaffirms  that  more  attention  should  be  given  at 
area  and  district  level  to  increase  sales  of  the  Daily  Worker  and 
Communist  Party  publications.  Every  District,  Area  and  Branch 
should  attempt  to  have  a  comrade  specifically  responsible  for 
Daily  Worker  sales.

Although  we  may  dislike  many 
aspects  of  modern  advertising,  nevertheless,  under  the  present 
system,  an  attractive  image  sells  the  article,  but  even  more 
important  than  this  is  a  feeling  conveyed  by  the  advertisement 
that  the  prospective  customer  is  abnormal  if  he  or  she  does  not 
comply.  The  general  public  image  of  the  communist  is  the  one 
put  by  the  Tory-controlled  press,  radio  and  television,  which  is 
that  the  communist  is  abnormal.  In  order  to  counteract  this 
effect  and  to  stimulate  recruiting  we  therefore  propose  that  the 
Party  should  run  a  poster  campaign  depicting  living  communists 
shown  with  their  wives  or  husbands  and  families  and  with  a 
simple  caption  “We  are  Communists”,  such  as  the  poster 
issued  by  the  Communist  Party  of  France. 

ASHFORD  (KENT) 

No.  81 

It  is  necessary  to  recognise  that  more  works  in  such  fields  as 
philosophy  and  literature  are  required  to  provide  the  socialist 
alternative  to  the  capitalist  mode  of  life,  e.g.  “The  Challenge  of 
Marxism”. 

We  need  more  socialist  works  on  art  and  culture  in  order  to 
gain  a  total  view  of  the  problems  of  man,  and  we  ask  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee  to  investigate  ways  and  means  of  encouraging 
the  publications  of  new  novels. 

NORTH  DAGENHAM  (SOUTH  ESSEX) 

No.  82 

That  in  view  of  the  difficulty  which  faces  the  Communist 
Party  in  getting  time  on  radio  and  television,  the  E.C.  shall  set 
up  a  broadcasting  station  similar  to  those  operated  by  Radio 
Caroline,  Radio  London,  etc.  That  is,  it  shall  put  out  popular 
entertainment  along  with  small  snippets  of  news. 

LOUGHTON  (south  ESSEX) 

No.  83 

Congress  instructs  the  new  E.C.  to  try  to  produce  more  material 
like  “A  World  of  Difference”  designed  to  show  not  simply  the 
iniquities  of  capitalism  but  most  important  the  infinitely  better 
life  which  socialism  in  Britain  would  bring. 

HYDE  PARK,  LEEDS  (YORKSHIRE) 
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No.  84 

We  recommend  Congress  to  instruct  the  E.C.  to  investigate 
further  improved  format  in  all  party  publications  and  leaflets. 

HIGHHELDS,  NOTTINGHAM  (EAST  MIDLANDS) 

PARTY  LITERATURE 

No.  85 

The  increasing  amount  of  discussion  going  on  in  the  Labour 
Movement  as  a  result  of  the  experience  of  Labour  Government 
and  the  campaigning  of  our  Party  is  a  welcome  feature  of  current 
political  life. 

Books  by  Marxists  and  about  Marxism  are  in  greater  demand. 
The  old  myths  about  Communism  are  losing  their  grip,  and 
there  is  a  greater  readiness  to  talk  about  our  policy  and  to 
discuss  the  full  range  of  Marxist  ideas. 

Events  in  this  country  and  throughout  the  world  are  forcing 
people  to  change  their  attitudes  and  to  look  at  the  new  ideas, 
Marxist  ideas. 

In  this  situation  our  journals,  pamphlets  and  books  have  a 
crucial  role  to  play  in  presenting  not  only  Marxist  classics  but 
also  new  materials  giving  a  Marxist  interpretation  of  current 
problems. 

The  E.C.  and  all  comrades  responsible  are  to  be  congratulated 
on  the  high  quality  of  literature  produced,  both  in  its  content 
and  in  form.  It  stands  comparison  with  the  best. 

The  generally  low  sales  for  our  literature,  however,  limit  the 
range  of  material  we  can  produce  as  well  imposing  an  extra 
financial  burden  on  the  Party. 

Good  sales  by  individual  members  and  branches  are  achieved, 
but  it  is  exceptional  if  a  mass  pamphlet  achieves  more  than  a 
25,000  sale.  Too  few  of  our  members  see  our  literature,  many 
branches  handle  no  more  than  orders  for  periodicals. 

A  more  imaginative  approach  to  the  selling  of  literature  is 
needed  if  we  are  to  reach  the  people  who  will  buy  it.  In  particular 
we  suggest  the  following: 

Individual  members  and  branches  to  take  standard  parcels 
of  assorted  books  and  pamphlets  on  S.O.R.  terms. 

A  literature  exhibition  to  visit  branches. 

A  regular  national  bulletin  of  sales  experiences  for  literature 
organisers. 

New  publicity  for  the  Progressive  Book  Club. 

Consideration  of  a  sales  bonus  or  award  to  branches  and 
individuals  selling  more  than  a  certain  value  of  literature  in  a 
certain  period. 

SOUTH  MIDLANDS  DISTRICT  COMMITTEE 

PARTY  EDUCATION 

No.  86 

This  Congress  endorses  the  Political  Committee  Resolution 
on  Communist  Party  Education,  and  the  1965-66  Education 
Plan.  It  congratulates  the  E.C.  on  the  limited  advances  of  the 
past  two  years,  especially  in  the  training  of  Branch  leaderships. 

However,  if  our  Party  is  to  fulfil  its  role  of  carrying  Socialist 
ideas  into  the  working  class  and  progressive  movement,  our 
members  need  to  be  far  better  equipped  with  Marxism-Leninism 
,  than  at  present. 

I  Congress  therefore  asks  the  Party  at  all  levels,  branch,  area, 

;  district,  and  nationally,  to  examine  its  work  as  to  whether  the 
education  of  our  comrades  occupies  its  full  and  rightful  place. 
The  achievement  of  a  correct  balance  between  theory  and 
practice  can  enormously  assist  in  overcoming  the  complex 
problems  raised  by  the  political  situation  today. 

EAST  MIDLANDS  DISTRICT  COMMITTEE 


No.  87 

This  Congress  regrets  that  insufficiently  sustained  efforts 
have  been  made  by  the  E.C.  to  develop  Marxist  education  within 
and  outside  the  Branches.  It  calls  therefore  for: 

(a)  The  formation  of  a  small  team  of  E.C.  members  responsible 
nationally  for  such  education. 

(b)  The  calling  of  a  bi-annual  conference  on  the  subject  as 
well  as  District  and  Area  Conferences. 

(c)  A  regular  series  of  articles  and  discussions  on  Marxist 
Education,  Problems  and  Experiences  in  Comment  and 
Marxism  Today. 

WOOD  GREEN  (LONDON) 

No.  88 

Congress  calls  on  new  E.C.  to  immediately  implement  a 
policy  on  the  development  of  cadres. 

Districts  should  be  asked  to  put  forward  their  plans  for 
development  of  this  work.  Regular  checks  to  be  made  on  how 
this  is  being  carried  out. 

Many  branches  are  in  a  weak  state  owing  to  lack  of  comrades 
able  or  willing  to  take  on  branch  responsibilities.  Full-time 
workers  are  overloaded,  there  not  being  enough  of  them, 
consequently  this  tends  to  encourage  bad  methods  of  working — 
driving  and  exhorting  instead  of  helpful  encouragement. 

Fuller  discussion  needs  to  be  arranged  on  the  Report  of  the 
Committee  on  Party  Organisation,  as  this  report  did  not  deal 
at  all  adequately  with  this  problem  of  cadres. 

PARK  AND  BRUCE  GROVE  (LONDON) 

No.  89 

Congress,  while  congratulating  the  Executive  Committee  on 
its  efforts  in  the  field  of  Marxist  education,  since  last  Congress, 
calls  on  the  new  Executive  Committee  to  intensify  these  efforts 
particularly  at  branch  level  and  in  relation  to  new  members. 

WEST  CALDER  (SCOTLAND) 

No.  90 

We  deplore  the  fact  that  in  spite  of  previous  resolutions,  the 
Party  has  failed  to  stimulate  and  help  branch  political  education, 
and  in  view  of  the  urgent  battles  ahead,  asks  the  E.C.  immediately 
to  take  all  steps  to  check  on  branch  education  and  to  further  it. 

BROADSTAIRS  (KENT) 

No.  91 

Congress  endorses  the  national  programme  of  Marxist 
education  and  calls  on  all  branches  to  participate  and  campaign 
persistently  to  increase  the  discussion  of  basic  Marxist  themes 
and  the  personal  study  of  Marxism,  especially  by  young  people. 

SURREY  DISTRICT  COMMITTEE 

No.  92 

The  Exchange  Branch  suggests  to  the  Central  Education 
Department  that  future  Branch  Officers’  Schools  should  set 
some  time  aside  within  the  school  for  a  “mock”  branch  procedure, 
i.e.  Election  of  Branch  Officers,  etc.,  and  to  deal  with  problems, 
activity  and  discussion  that  faces  the  average  Party  branch 
nationally.  We  feel  that  in  this  way  comrades  will  gain  greater 
understanding  in  a  practical  way  of  the  role  of  branch  committees 
and  the  function  of  branch  officers. 

EXCHANGE  (LANCS  AND  CHESHIRE) 

DISCUSSION  IN  THE  PARTY 

No.  93 

This  branch  believes  that  much  more  political  discussion  is 
needed  in  the  Party,  especially  at  such  times  that  circumstances 
necessitate  a  change  of  policy.  It  urges  the  new  E.C.  to  take  steps 
to  organise  at  all  levels,  open  discussion  on  the  big  issues  facing 
the  Party,  and  that  when  changes  of  policy  are  needed,  a  full 
explanation  for  the  change  be  given  in  our  press  and  discussed 
in  the  branches. 

BARNET  (LONDON) 
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THE  HISTORY  OF  THE  PARTY 


COMMISSION  ON  PARTY  GROWTH 


No.  94 

Congress  censures  the  E.C.  for  its  failure,  despite  repeated 
promises  at  every  subsequent  Congress,  to  issue  a  history  of  the 
Party  which  could  be  the  basis  for  discussion  and  provide 
important  lessons  for  our  work. 

It  strongly  criticises  the  E.C.  for  by-passing  the  Commission 
appointed  to  draft  the  history,  the  failure  to  issue  after  nine 
years  one  single  one  of  the  drafts  which  it  was  originally  envis¬ 
aged  should  be  brought  out  on  different  periods  of  the  Party’s 
history  for  discussion  and  the  hammering  out  of  common 
estimates,  and  the  entrusting  of  the  whole  of  the  enormous  work 
involved  to  one  comrade  on  whom  (despite  ill-health)  a  number 
of  other  tasks  have  also  devolved. 

It  instructs  the  E.C.  to  re-establish  a  Commission  responsible 
for  preparing  the  history,  putting  out  drafts  for  discussion  and 
ensuring  subsequent  publication.  It  instructs  the  new  E.C.  to 
publish  within  three  months,  in  consultation  with  this  Commis¬ 
sion,  schedules  for  the  issuing  of  such  drafts  and  a  date  for  the 
publication  of  the  history  from  the  foundation  of  the  Party  to 
date.  Pending  its  appearance  and  as  part  of  the  preparatory  work, 
it  instructs  the  E.C.  to  organise  conferences  for  the  discussion 
and  estimation  of  important  periods  in  the  Party’s  history. 

NORTH  LEWISHAM  (LONDON) 

COMMITTEE  ON  PARTY  ORGANISATION 

No.  95 

We  call  upon  the  new  Executive  Committee  to  implement  all 
recommendations  of  the  committee  which  dealt  with  Party 
Organisation  at  the  earliest  possible  opportunity. 

GATESHEAD  (NORTH  EAST) 

FACTORY  BRANCHES 

No.  96 

Congress  reaffirms  that  the  formation  of  many  more  factory 
branches  is  essential  to  the  development  and  growth  of  our 
Party.  Congress  places  particular  attention  on  the  many  thou¬ 
sands  of  unorganised  women  in  industry  and  pledges  every  effort 
to  recruit  women  into  the  trade  unions  and  our  Party. 

THURROCK  INDUSTRIAL  (SOUTH  ESSEX) 

No.  97 

In  pursuit  of  the  programme  of  the  British  Road  to  Socialism, 
this  Congress  calls  for  a  prolonged  campaign  to  build  many 
factory  branches  of  the  Party,  which  are  essential  for  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  full  power  of  the  working  class  and  in  order  to 
defeat  the  constant  attacks  being  made  upon  the  trade  union 
movement. 

OXFORD  (south  MIDLANDS) 

No.  98 

That  Congress  call  a  National  Meeting  of  Factory  Branches. 

FRIARS,  COVENTRY  (MIDLANDS) 

No.  99 

Based  on  our  experience  of  the  difficulties  of  politically 
activising  our  factory  branches  we  wish  to  propose  that  members 
of  factory  branches  should  also  be  officially  considered  as 
members  of  their  residential  area  branch,  thus  creating  a  useful 
link  between  area  and  factory  which  could  draw  factory  members 
more  fully  into  Party  life. 

FALKIRK  (SCOTLAND) 

No.  100 

That  this  Congress  reaffirms  the  need  for  the  expansion  of 
factory  groups,  and  the  need  for  better  liaison  between  ward  and 
factory  branches  and  for  a  more  political  content  in  factory 
branches. 

EAST  WOOLWICH  (LONDON) 


No.  101 

This  branch  requests  that  a  Commission  be  set  up  to  examine 
the  subjective  factors  which  have  limited  the  Party’s  growth  in 
numbers  and  influence  in  recent  years  as  this  branch  is  critical 
of  the  general  lack  of  objective  analysis  of  our  own  record,  as 
exemplified  by  lines  603-610  of  p.  XII  of  the  Draft  Political 
Resolution  and  also  in  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Party 
Organisation.

MONEY  RAISING  ACTIVITIES  AND  FINANCE 
No.  103 

In  view  of  the  vital  role  of  finance  in  the  building  of  the 
Communist  Party  in  this  present  day  and  age  it  is  imperative 
that  the  E.C.  re-assess  its  attitude  toward  the  raising  of  money. 
We  call  upon  this  Conference  to  instruct  the  E.C.  to  explore  and 
develop  new  methods  of  augmenting  Party  funds. 

That  branches  become  more  involved  in  the  sale  of  goods 
offered  by  the  Daily  Worker  market.  That  more  social  activities 
be  encouraged  which  will  stimulate  Party  funds. 

That  the  E.C.  give  serious  consideration  to  the  opening  of 
retail  shops  or  other  commercial  undertakings  at  District  or 
Branch  level  wherever  the  opportunities  exist. 

BLACKPOOL  AND  FLEETWOOD  (lANCS  AND  CHESHIRE) 

FINANCE 

No.  104 

Believing  that  the  future  development  of  the  Party  will  depend 
upon  an  enormous  improvement  in  Party  finances  we  call  on  the 
Executive  Committee  to  undertake  a  very  full  investigation  of 
present  and  future  resources  in  order  to  ensure: 

(a)  that  full-time  Party  workers  are  paid  at  highly  skilled  rates 
(and  are  not  dependent  upon  subsidy  and  perquisites); 

(b)  that  full-time  party  workers  enjoy  a  pensions  scheme 
commensurate  with  similar  skilled  workers. 

(c)  that  the  party  is  technically  equipped  with  the  most  modern 
publicity  equipment  and  techniques; 

(d)  that  larger  reserves  are  built  up  for  premises,  publicity 
and  elections. 

FOREST  HILL  (LONDON) 

No.  105 

The  above  Branch  ask  Congress  to  review  the  dues  position 
and  amount,  to  the  possible  satisfaction  of  meeting  the  financial 
needs  of  the  Party. 

EAST  KILBRIDE  (SCOTLAND) 

WAGES  OF  FULL-TIME  WORKERS 

No.  106 

Congress  strongly  endorses  the  declared  intention  of  the 
previous  E.C.  to  raise  the  level  of  wages  of  full-time  Party 
workers  to  that  of  average  male  earnings  in  industry  and  en¬ 
dorses  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Party  Organisa¬ 
tion  that  this  shall  be  done  by  1968.  So  that  this  can  have  some 
prospect  of  being  achieved,  Congress  instructs  the  Political 
Committee  which  will  be  carrying  on  up  to  the  first  meeting  of 
the  new  E.C.  to  take  immediate  action  to  introduce  substantial 
wage  increases  as  from  January  1st,  1966.

No.  107 

We  recommend  Congress  to  instruct  the  E.C.  to  investigate 
the  possibility  of  wider  use  of  party  premises,  where  these  exist, 
for  social  functions  such  as  dances  as  well  as  political  meetings, 
and  that  branches  should  be  recommended  to  arrange  more 
social  activities. 

HIGHFIELDS,  NOTTINGHAM  (EAST  MIDLANDS) 

No.  108 

This  Congress  calls  on  the  new  E.C.  to  instruct  areas  of  the 
C.P.  to  set  up  a  special  fund  for  premises  so  as  to  more  fully 
popularise  the  policy  and  activities  of  the  Party. 

HACKNEY  (LONDON) 

ADVISORY  COMMITTEES  ON  POLICY 

No.  109 

This  Congress  calls  upon  the  Executive  Committee  and 
District  Committees  to  find  more  talent  for  the  industrial  advisory 
committees  and  for  the  non-industrial  advisory  committees  so 
that  their  work  can  be  improved  and  they  can  act  as  a  major 
source  of  new  ideas  within  the  Party. 

BRENTWOOD  (SOUTH  ESSEX) 

No.  no 

This  branch  asks  that  more  attention  should  be  given  to  the 
work  of  the  Advisory  sub-committees  of  the  Party,  and  serious 
consideration  given  to  strengthening  them.  Further  it  is  felt  that, 
from  time  to  time,  study  groups  to  include  non-party  sym¬ 
pathisers  if  possible  should  be  sponsored  by  the  Advisory 
sub-committees  to  help  them  in  their  work. 

NORTH  FINCHLEY  AND  FRIERN  BARNET  (LONDON) 

PARTY  DECISIONS 

No.  Ill 

National  Congress  is  of  the  opinion  that  when  decisions  are 
made  by  any  Party  Committee  then  these  decisions  must  be 
implemented  with  the  utmost  discipline. 

Where  decisions  are  not  carried  out  then  those  concerned 
should  demand  reasons  for  the  failure  from  these  Committees. 

FINSBURY  (LONDON) 

DATE  OF  NATIONAL  CONGRESS 

No.  112 

This  Congress  recognises  that  due  to  the  shift  in  the  date  of 
the  National  Congress,  the  range  of  comrades  available  for 
election  as  delegates  has  been  considerably  narrowed.  Experience 
has  shown  that  many  of  our  comrades  found  that  they  were 
unable  to  be  considered  as  delegates  because  of  their  type  of 
work  or  employer,  e.g.  teachers  or  industrial  workers  where  the 
employers  were  conducting  a  campaign  against  militants. 

This  Congress  feels  that  Party  democracy  is  best  served  when 
the  maximum  number  of  comrades  have  the  opportunity  to  be 
considered  as  delegates  for  Congress  and  calls  for  a  return  to 
the  practice  of  holding  the  Congress  at  Easter. 

SOUTH  ESSEX  DISTRICT  COMMITTEE 

No.  113 

This  Congress  deplores  the  methods  used  by  the  E.C.  to 
ascertain  the  feeling  of  Party  members  on  its  decision  to  change 
the  date  of  Congress  from  Easter  to  November.  It  calls  on  the 
new  E.C.  to  instigate  a  proper  discussion  of  this  matter  through 
the  normal  democratic  channels  of  our  Party. 

HYDE  PARK,  LEEDS  (YORKSHIRE) 

No.  114 

All  future  National  Congresses  shall  be  held  at  Easter,  as  has 
been  customary  until  now. 

We  believe  that  the  transfer  of  Congress  from  Easter  to 
November  prevents  it  from  reflecting  the  working-class  and 
industrial  base  of  the  Party,  as  many  comrades,  particularly 
those  most  active  in  industry,  are  unable  to  get  time  off  to  enable 


them  to  attend  Congress  on  ordinary  working  days.  There  is 
also  the  possibility  of  victimisation.  The  change  of  date  also 
places  additional  financial  burdens  on  the  Party. 

We  believe  that  ensuring  the  most  representative  Congress  is 
of  supreme  importance  and  that  no  other  issue,  electoral  or 
otherwise,  can  be  weighed  against  it.  The  recent  weakness  in 
our  industrial  work,  acknowledged  in  the  Draft  Political  Resolu¬ 
tion,  makes  this  all  the  more  important. 

We  do  not  accept  that  an  Easter  Congress  damages  our 
electoral  work.  On  the  contrary,  we  believe  that  the  discussion 
before  and  during  Congress  is  a  stimulus.  The  public  presenta¬ 
tion  of  our  policy  at  Congress  is  also  of  assistance  in  electoral 
campaigning. 

CENTRAL  AND  PRIORY  (LONDON) 

THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

No.  115 

This  Congress  considers  the  Political  Committee  should 
include  a  number  of  comrades  not  involved  in  full-time  Party 
work. 

WEST  LONDON  STUDENTS 

No.  116 

In  view  of  past  recent  happenings  of  the  resignation  of  com¬ 
rades  in  high  executive  positions  from  the  Party  this  Stevenage 
branch  of  the  Communist  Party  considers  it  of  the  utmost 
importance  that  before  comrades  are  elected  to  the  Executive 
Committee  due  regard  should  be  paid  to  the  opinion  of  their 
branches  and  their  fellow  industrial  workers. 

STEVENAGE  (SOUTH  EAST  MIDLANDS) 

No.  117 

We  feel  that  the  Political  Resolution  is  irresolute  and  indeci¬ 
sive  for  bringing  the  Party  into  vital  activity  immediately,  and 
should  be  replaced  or  supplemented  by  a  short  resolution  setting 
out  the  difficulties  of  the  political  situation  for  the  Party,  and 
the  immediate  steps  necessary  to  change  and  advance  the 
political  atmosphere. 

WADDON  (CROYDON,  SURREY) 

No.  118 

This  branch  considers  that  unless  the  Draft  Resolution  on  the 
Social  Services  and  the  Draft  Political  Resolution  are  reformu¬ 
lated  to  avoid  their  present  imprecision,  they  cannot  form  a  guide 
to  action  which  will  help  the  membership  of  the  Party  work  with 
more  success  for  a  Socialist  Britain. 

TUFNELL  (LONDON) 

No.  119 

This  Congress  considers  that  the  way  in  which  the  main  Draft 
Resolutions  are  put  before  members  must  be  better  suited  to 
stimulation  of  discussion  on  policy  and  resultant  reinforcement 
or  amendment.  This  might  involve  changes  such  as  publishing 
separately  a  political  report  and  a  list  of  short  resolutions 
crystallising  the  conclusions  in  the  report,  but  further  suggestions 
from  branches  and  committees  of  the  Party  should  be  obtained 
by  the  E.C.  in  time  for  next  Congress  both  on  the  form  of 
draft  resolutions  and  on  the  most  effective  methods  of  improving 
our  review  of  policy  before  Congresses. 

CORBY  (south  east  MIDLANDS) 

No.  120 

That  the  procedure  for  political  discussion  at  future  Congresses 
be  amended  to  provide  for  a  report  rather  than  a  resolution 
from  the  E.C.,  with  provision  for  branch  resolutions  to  be 
debated  individually  or  in  composite  form  and  voted  on  in  the 
course  of  the  debate  on  the  political  report. 

NORTH  LEWISHAM  (LONDON) 

No.  121 

The  Draft  Political  Resolution  was  considered  to  be  inade¬ 
quate,  vague  and  contradictory  on  a  number  of  issues,  particu¬ 
larly  as  regards  the  following  points: 

1.  The  causes  and  extent  of  the  crisis  of  British  capitalist 
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economy  are  not  adequately  developed,  particularly 
regarding  its  dependence  on  international  finance,  nor  is 
any  serious  attempt  made  to  distinguish  between  and 
relate  the  national  and  international  aspects  of  the  crisis 
and  its  economic  and  political  consequences. 

2.  Throughout  the  Document  the  Draft  Resolution  fails  to 
take  account  of  the  historical  role  of  social  democracy. 
Thus  it  repeatedly  refers  to  “Right”  and  “Left”  and  “Bal¬ 
ance  of  forces”  in  the  labour  movement,  meaningless  and 
indefinable  terms  when  unrelated  to  Marxism.  This 
results  in  blurring  and  distorting  the  direction  of  the 
ideological  struggle  and  has  resulted  in  giving  undue 
significance  to  expressions  of  opinion  with  a  “left”  label 
which  subsequently  become  dissipated  and  ineffective. 
Without  such  an  analysis,  to  speak  of  unity  of  the  labour 
movement  is  only  a  vague  aspiration. 

3.  By  failing  to  isolate  American  imperialism  as  the  main 
enemy  of  the  international  working  class  and  movement 
for  national  liberation  the  Draft  Political  Resolution 
reduces  the  concept  of  peaceful  coexistence  to  an  argument 
in  favour  of  the  maintenance  of  the  status  quo  between 
the  major  nuclear  powers. 

4.  Similarly,  a  failure  to  emphasise  the  capitalist  class  as  the 
main  enemy  of  the  workers  within  Britain  has  resulted  in 
a  weakening  of  Party  organisation  and  influence  in  the 
factories  and  trade  unions,  to  which  there  is  little  or  no 
reference  in  the  Draft  Political  Resolution,  and  to  an 
undue  reliance  being  placed  on  electoral  activities. 

The  Branch  considered,  further,  that  the  fundamental  division 
of  opinion  in  the  international  movement  should  be  treated  in  a 
separate  resolution  which  should  provide  a  fresh  review  of  the 
issues  involved  and  not  merely  give  a  blanket  endorsement  to 
the  actions  hitherto  taken  by  our  own  leadership. 

In  view  of  the  above  considerations  this  Branch  considered 
that  nothing  short  of  redrafting  the  Political  Resolution  would 
suffice  to  make  possible  the  presentation  of  an  acceptable  and 
realisable  policy  and  asks  that  the  Draft  Political  Resolution 
be  referred  back  to  a  Commission  of  fifteen  members  to  be 
elected  by  Congress  to  draft  a  new  Political  Resolution,  such  new 
Draft  Resolution  to  be  submitted  to  a  specially  summoned 
Conference  within  twelve  months  from  the  date  of  this  29th 
National  Congress.

If  we  are  moving  from  a  period  of  general  agitational  party 
activities  into  a  period  of  specific  attack  upon  complex  social 
problems  which  cannot  be  solved  by  incantation  we  believe  that 
the  Executive  should  consider  the  functions  of  the  draft  resolu¬ 
tions  as  an  organiser  of  discussions  on  the  grounds  that: 

(a)  it  does  not  lay  sufficient  emphasis  upon  specific  issues  in 
contemporary  politics,  e.g.  immigration,  regional  planning, 
methods  of  increasing  social  ownership,  thereby  handi¬ 
capping  public  presentation. 

(b)  it  is  such  an  amalgamation  of  traditional  policy,  social 
comment,  and  new  policy  that  it  requires  a  great  deal  of 
political  experience  to  assimilate  it  and  criticise  it. 

(c)  it  is  an  extremely  difficult  document  to  amend.

“That  Congress  refers  back  the  Draft  Political  Resolution 
on  the  following  grounds: 

1.  That  it  is  so  vague  and  rambling  a  document  it  is  not 
possible  to  correct  it  by  amendment. 

2.  That  it  seeks  to  extend  the  already  unhealthy  over-emphasis 
on  electioneering. 

3.  It  fails  to  appraise  the  role  of  Social  Democracy  in  the 
Labour  Movement. 

4.  That  it  perpetuates  by  assumption  the  false  idea  that  the 
British  Road  to  Socialism  is  a  Marxist  policy  document. 

5.  That,  whilst  the  habitual  lip-service  is  paid  to  the  need  for 
more  factory  branches,  they  are  regarded  in  practice  as 
merely  an  appendage  to  the  Party’s  electoral  campaign. 

6.  That  the  ideological  differences  in  the  world  movement  and 
the  collateral  divisions  of  opinion  within  National  Parties 
are  hastily  papered  over  with  the  1957  Declaration  and  the 
1960  Statement.”
